Superb  striking  with  almost  perfect 
centering.  All  lettering  and  almost  aU  beading  on  the  planchet.  None  of  this 
variety  in  Garrett.  The  quality  of  this  specimen  surpasses  even  the  finest  of  the 
Garrett  specimens  and  must  without  question  rank  among  the  FINEST  KNOWN 
of  any  Pine  Tree  coinage.  Purchased  from  Spinks  in  London  in  the  early  1950’s 
when  it  was  described  as  the  “Finest  example  of  Early  American  Massachusetts 
Silver  coinage  Known.” 


2 1652  Massachusetts.  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  4.  Large  Planchet.  VERY  FINE  with 

above  average  strike.  The  tops  of  some  of  the  letters  are  off  the  planchet,  which 
appears  to  have  been  clipped  slightly  to  attain  the  correct  weight.  One  tiny  test 
cut  on  edge,  and  some  surface  marks.  Planchet  somewhat  wavy.

The  reverse  shows  the  arms  of  Mary- 
land and  value  as  “VI.”  Nice  portrait  with  good  hair  detail,  despite  the  shallow 
strike  that  all  examples  have.  Only  Rarely  offered  and  seldom  this  nice. 


5 (1688)  American  Plantations  Token.  1/24  Real  in  Tin.  EXTREMELY  FINE  or  better 

as  far  as  wear,  with  above  average  strike.  Some  luster  still  adheres  to  the  surfaces. 
Some  planchet  defects,  including  two  cracks,  and  a few  dark  spots  seemingly 
inherent  to  most  tin  and  pewter  coins. 

6 1723  Rosa  Americana  Two  Pence.  Issued  by  William  Wood.  Struck  m a unique  com- 

position called  “Bath  Metal”  consisting  of  75%  Copper,  24.7%  Zinc,  and  .3% 
Silver.  EXTREMELY  FINE  with  some  irregular  toning,  possibly  caused  by 
improper  alloy  mix.

FABULOUS  PATTERN  HALF  DOLLAR  COLLECTION 


This  brief  statement  is  to  develop  the  magnitude  of  the  Pattern  collection  represented  in 
the  following  29  lots.  It  was  intended  to  cover  the  period  involving  the  Bust  Half  Dollars.  Bust 
Left  starts  with  Judd  43  running  through  Judd  103.  To  this  we  have  added  Judd  254  and  255 
because  they  include  the  Kneass  obverse  bust  of  1838.  Also  included  is  the  Appendix  1822  Uni- 
face Copper  Half,  as  it  is  clearly  a product  of  the  mint.  Research,  including  hundreds  of  catalogs 
and  price  lists  going  back  to  1867,  have  been  consulted  and  to  our  knowledge  this  offering  of  29 
total  pieces,  with  25  different  Judd  numbers,  is  the  most  comprehensive.  Additionally,  the  balance 
includes  a variety  of  weights  and  one  piece  unreported  in  Judd. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  as  to  which  of  these  items  are  originals  and  which  are 
restrikes.  Some  depend  upon  a curved  or  straight  date,  others  depend  upon  weight  and  reed 
count,  with  the  possibility  that  on  originals,  the  count  of  reeds  should  equal  those  of  the  period  of 
the  regular  coin  issue.  For  additional  reading  see  Numismatic  Scrapbook,  November  1974.  Also, 
it  should  be  mentioned  that  there  have  been  great  problems  in  deciding  proper  attribution  for  Judd 
numbers  93  through  98.  Letter  size  is  the  only  suggestion  given  in  Judd.  However,  there  are  many 
die  characteristics  which  separate  them.

Struck  on  a planchet  with 
occlusions  or  laminations  on  neck.  Very  attractive  and  RARE  opportunity  for 
the  specialist.

CHOICE  PROOF,  mostly 
brilliant  with  very  subtle  golden  tone  around  periphery.  A bit  weakly  struck  in 
hair.  The  similar  Garrett  specimen  brought  $7,500.00  back  in  November  of 
1979.

Struck  by  lightly  cracked  dies.  Judd  states  that  ORIGINALS  ARE  VERY  RARE, 
TWO  OR  THREE  KNOWN.  GEM  PROOF  with  deep  colorful  toning.  It  is  doubt- 
ful whether  a finer  example  exists.  The  much  commoner  restrike  in  1979 
(Garrett)  realized  $6,000.00.

In 
David  Akers’  outstanding  work  on  the  series,  he  stated  that  there  were  four  dates  that  he  had  not 
seen  in  Mint  State,  those  being  the  1854-D,  1855-S,  1857-S  and  1860-S.  This  collection  contains 
Mint  State  examples  of  the  1854-D  and  the  1857-S!  There  are  also  numerous  examples  of  other 
FINEST  KNOWN  coins  of  a date,  including  unbelievable  examples  of  the  1864  and  1865.  Many  of 
the  Extremely  Rare  Proofs  are  also  offered,  including  the  1856,  1857,  1859,  BOTH  1873’s  (Open 
and  Closed  3 ’s),  1875,  1876  and  1878.

During  the  printing  process,  photographs  are  reduced  to  a series 
of  dots  and,  as  a result,  some  of  the  original  detail  is  invariably  lost. 
This  loss  of  detail  is  most  apparent  and  critical  on  small  coins  such 
as  gold  dollars,  three  cent  pieces  and  similarly  sized  coins. 
However,  it  is  Paramount’s  experience  that  30  millimeters 
(approximately  the  size  of  a U.S.  half  dollar)  is  the  minimum  size 
photograph  that  will  reproduce  with  enough  detail  to  allow 
prospective  bidders  to  accurately  judge  the  true  appearance  of  a 
coin  from  a printed  photograph. 

For  this  reason,  all  of  the  coin  photographs  in  Session  Three 
have  been  enlarged  to  a minimum  size  of  30  millimeters. 
Specifically,  the  photographs  of  all  U.S.  and  Canadian  minor 
denomination  coins  from  half  cents  to  quarters  and  all  U.S.  gold 
denominations  from  one  dollar  to  five  dollars  have  been  enlarged 
to  the  minimum  30  millimeter  size.  U.S.  and  Canadian  half  dollar 
and  U.S.  ten  dollar  gold  piece  photographs  have  been  increased  to 
34  millimeters,  while  the  photographs  of  U.S.  double  eagles  and 
Canadian  silver  dollars  have  been  enlarged  to  38  millimeters.  The 
photographs  of  U.S.  silver  dollars  and  trade  dollars  remain  normal 
size.  The  photographs  of  certain  featured  coins  have  been 
enlarged  to  approximately  50  millimeters.  The  photographs  of 
banknotes  have  been  reduced  in  size.

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1051  1798,  Style  One  Hair,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Sheldon  161 . This  coin  is 
Lot  366  from  the  Neggen  Sale  and  prior  to  that  it  was  in  the  Dr.  Charles  Ruby 
Sale,  Part  I,  both  sales  conducted  by  Superior.  In  the  Ruby  Sale  it  was  described 
as  follows: 

“Fantastic  blend  of  light  golden  brown  and  the  peculiar  gold  which  is  what 
mint  red  fades  down  to;  some  darker  areas  provide  contrasting  highlights. 
Obverse  weakly  struck,  giving  an  erroneousfirst  impression  of  lower  grade, 
but  the  impeccable  surfaces  raise  the  overall  grade  from  a putative  50  to  full 
55.  Latest  die  state:  All  cracks  listed,  few  minor  branches,  the  rim  break  very 
prominent.  Pictured  in  Clapp;  reverse  pictured  in  Penny  Whimsy.  The  cent 
must  be  seen;  no  photograph,  even  in  color,  could  do  it  justice,  no  descrip- 
tion could  come  close.  Technical  grade  aside,  this  is  far  and  away  the  most 
beautiful  cent  in  the  sale  and  a prime  candidate  for  a runaway.  Ex 
Newcomb,  lot  221;  James  Kelly.”

1052.  1801,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Sheldon  214.  A beautiful  coin  from  the  famous 
Anderson  DuPont  Sale  of  Large  Cents  conducted  by  Stack’s  in  September  1954. 
This  coin  appeared  as  Lot  316  and  was  catalogued  as  follows: 

“Full  mint  state.  This  is  an  aristocrat.  The  original  mint  red  is  beginning  to 
blend  with  light  olive.

1073.  1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful,  well  struck  specimen  with  attractive 
faded  mint  red,  brown  and  gold  toning.  One  tiny  carbon  spot  on  the  2 of  the 
denomination  but  otherwise  spotless. 


1074.  1873,  Open  3,  Choice  Proof  63.  Light  greenish  gold  and  red  toning.  Very  lightly 
cleaned  at  one  time  but  still  very  attractive.  Two  tiny  parallel  cuts  on  the  edge. 

This  is  the  final  issue  of  this  short-lived  denomination.  Only  proofs  were 
struck  in  1873,  the  first  600  pieces  being  of  the  Closed  3 variety  and  the  latter  500 
being  this  Open  3 variety.  The  difference  in  rarity  is  far  greater,  however,  than 
the  small  difference  in  mintages  would  imply.  This  Open  3 variety  is  at  least  2 to  3 
times  as  rare  as  the  Closed  3 variety  and  comparatively  few  appear  on  the  market 
each  year.

1079.  1869,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Attractive  light  natural  golden  toning.  Well  struck 
from  clashed  dies.

1080.  1877,  Gem  Proof  65.  Very  attractive  light  natural  golden  toning.  Excellent  lustre 
and  overall  appearance.  This  is  one  of  those  specimens  that  looks  more  like  an 
unc  than  a proof.  However,  only  proofs  were  struck  in  1877  — an  estimated  total 
of  just  500-600  pieces.  This  one  is  much  nicer  than  most  and  should  realize  close 
to  $4000. 
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1081 . 1877,  Gem  Proof  65.  Much  more  brilliant  and  mirrorlike  than  the  preceding  lot, 
particularly  on  the  obverse.  This  specimen  also  has  light  golden  toning  and  is 
free  of  the  spots  seen  on  so  many  proof  Nickel  Three  Cent  Pieces.  Worth  a 
similar  bid  to  the  preceding  lot. 

1082.  1885,  Gem  Proof  65.  Golden  toning.  Virtually  no  prooflike  surface  and  therefore 
the  kind  of  coin  that  is  often  sold  at  a wildly  inflated  price  as  “unc.”  However,  this 
coin  is  unquestionably  a proof,  one  of  3,790  pieces  struck.  (Plate)

1083.  1833,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Extremely  bold  strike  and  especially  beautiful 
multicolored  toning.  One  small  abrasion  on  the  eagle’s  beak,  but  otherwise 
virtually  flawless.  Outstanding  overall  appearance  and  a terrific  type  coin.  Easily 
worth  ^3500  or  more. 


1084.  1835,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  100%  fully  struck  with  beautiful  natural 
gray,  greenish  gold  and  russet  toning.  Superb  quality,  frosty  surfaces.  Worth 
$5000  or  more.

1085.  1837,  Bust  Type,  Large  5C.,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A well  struck  little  beauty  with 
superb  natural  multicolored  toning.  A very  choice  example  of  the  last  year  of 
issue  of  this  short-lived  Bust  type. 


1086.  1840,  With  Drapery,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A very  sharply  struck  coin  with  full 
detail  on  Liberty’s  head  and  every  star  sharply  defined.  The  coin  has  full  frosty 
mint  lustre  and  just  a trace  of  light  golden  toning. 

The  1840  With  Drapery  Half  Dime  is  a very  underrated  issue.  Most  specimens 
bearing  this  date  are  the  No  Drapery  Type.  The  Drapery  was  added  late  in  the 
year  and  only  310,085  were  struck,  less  than  one-third  the  mintage  of  the  No 
Drapery  variety.  In  our  opinion,  this  issue  is  very  rare  in  this  high  grade, 
especially  so  sharply  struck. 


1087.  1841,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Boldly  struck  with  lustrous,  satin  surfaces 
and  beautiful  natural  golden  brown  toning  highlighted  with  a trace  of  violet  and 
blue  at  the  border.  An  exceptional  specimen  in  all  respects.  Superb  quality 
Seated  Liberty  silver  coins  from  the  1840’s,  even  comparatively  common  dates 
such  as  this  one,  are  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  and  so  it  would  not  surprise  us 
to  see  this  coin  realize  between  $4000  and  $5000. 

1088.  1842,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Frosty  and  well  struck  with  light  greenish  gold  and 
russet  toning.  Only  a few  minor  marks  in  the  fields  and  one  tiny  planchet  imper- 
fection on  Liberty’s  chin.  Pleasing  overall  appearance.  (Plate) 
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1089.  1853,  Arrows,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Well  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies 
Attractive  medium  gray  and  gold  toning.  A popular  and  desirable  type  coin  since 
this  type  with  the  arrows  at  the  date  was  only  issued  forthree  yearsfrom  1853to 
1855.  (Plate) 


1090.  1856-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  specimen  was  Lot  599  in  Auction  ’80  4ast 
year  where  it  was  catalogued  as  follows; 

“Beautiful  light  multicolored  toning  and  satiny  prooflike  surfaces.  Sharply 
struck.  Worth  a substantial  premium  over  the  current  MS-65  type  coin  price 
because  the  1856-0  is  a very  scarce  date.  In  fact,  in  the  past  5 or  6 years  only 
a few  uncs  have  been  offered  at  public  auction.” 

This  specimen  realized  $4100  at  Auction  ’80  and  it  is  important  to  note  that  no 
other  high  grade  1856-0  has  appeared  on  the  market  during  the  last  year  since 
this  coin  was  sold. 


1091.  1860-0,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A magnificent  coin  with  lustrous,  satin 
surfaces  and  beautiful  natural  gold  and  russet  toning.  We  have  never  seen  a finer 
example  of  this  date  which,  incidentally,  is  the  last  Half  Dime  from  the  New 
Orleans  Mint. 


1092.  1860-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  prooflike  surfaces  and  very 
pretty  medium  multicolored  toning.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  600,  where  it  realized 
$2300. 
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1093.  1862,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A truly  extraordinary  coin  that  is  virtually 
perfect.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  with  a high  wire  rim  on  both  sides  and  full  hair 
detail  on  Miss  Liberty.  The  frosty  surfaces  are  immaculate  and  covered  with  the 
most  beautiful  light  multicolored  toning  imaginable.  Worth  a huge  premium 
over  the  current  “Bid”  level  for  MS-65  because  of  its  fantastic  quality  and  color. 


1094.  1862,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A second  incredible  example  of  this  issue, 
very  similar  in  overall  quality  and  appearance  to  the  preceding  lot.  The  strike, 
lustre,  color  and  surfaces  leave  almost  nothing  to  be  desired. 


1095.  1864,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  prooflike  surfaces  but  obviously  a business 
strike  and  not  a proof.  Very  sharply  struck  from  clashed  dies.  The  head  of  Liberty 
is  full  and  there  is  a sharp  wire  rim  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  The  entire 
coin  is  covered  with  very  attractive  light  violet  and  golden  toning. 

This  date  is  rare  in  all  grades  and  is  seen  less  often  in  gem  mint  state  condition 
than  it  is  in  proof.  We  have  handled  a few  equal  quality  specimens  in  recent 
years,  but  none  distinctly  finer.  In  our  opinion,  this  choice  and  rare  coin  should 
realize  in  excess  of  $4000. 

1096  1864  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  deep  blue,  violet  and  greenish  gold  toning, 
sharply  struck  and  semi-prooflike,  rare  date;  1872-S,  Mintmark  below  Bow,  Gem 
Uncirculated  65,  very  lustrous,  prooflike  surfaces,  light  toning.  Two  pieces. 
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1097.  1867,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  fully  prooflike  obverse  and 
semi-prooflike  reverse.  The  obverse  has  beautiful  gray,  gold,  violet-brown  and 
blue  toning  and  the  reverse  is  a uniform,  warm  gray  and  gold  color.  There  are  a 
couple  of  very  faint  hairlines  in  the  obverse  field  but  the  reverse  is  essentially 
flawless.  Overall,  this  is  as  choice  as  any  business  strike  of  this  rare  date  that  we 
have  seen. 

With  only  8,625  struck,  a mintage  figure  which  includes  625  proofs,  the  1867 
has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dime.  Business  strikes  in  any 
condition  are  rare  and  gems  such  as  this  are  very  rare. 


1098.  1868,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Brilliant  prooflike  surfaces  with  a trace  of  light 
golden  toning  on  the  obverse  and  somewhat  deeper  golden  toning  on  the 
reverse.  As  was  the  case  with  the  preceding  lot,  there  are  a few  light  hairlines  on 
the  obverse  (magnified  by  the  mirror  surfaces)  but  the  reverse  is  virtually 
perfect.  This  date  has  a much  higher  mintagethan  the  1867  but  it  is  really  almost 
as  rare  in  this  gem  condition.  This  is  the  finest  1868  Half  Dime  that  we’ve  seen 
since  the  gem  in  our  1979  Grand  Central  Sale  that  realized  $3400. 


1099.  1868-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Well  struck  with  lustrous,  satin  surfaces  and  just  a 
trace  of  light  golden  toning  on  the  obverse.  A very  scarce  date  that  is  seldom 
seen  in  this  gem  condition. 

1100.  1871-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Attractive,  medium  golden  toning  and  sharp 
strike.  The  frosty  surfaces  have  considerable  lustre  under  the  toning.  A very 
scarce  date  in  any  condition.  Worth  several  thousand  dollars.  (Plate) 
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U.S.  NICKEL  FIVE  CENT  PIECES 

SUPERB  AND  RARE  1866  PROOF  NICKEL 


1101.  1866,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  An  outstanding  coin  with  beautiful  medium  gold 
and  multicolored  iridescent  toning.  The  surfaces  are  highly  reflective  and 
essentially  free  of  the  spots  that  are  so  common  to  nickel  proofs.  Without  a 
doubt,  this  is  one  of  the  finest,  if  not  the  finest,  1866  proof  Nickels  to  appear  on 
the  market  in  several  years.  From  the  standpoint  of  strike,  color  and  surface 
quality,  it  leaves  little  if  anything  to  be  desired.  Auction  records  in  the  “boom” 
period  of  the  market  (April  1980)  reached  $16,000  and  the  coin  in  Superior’s 
session  of  Auction  ’80  (not  the  equal  of  this  gem)  brought  $1 1 ,500.  Taking  into 
account  the  different  market  conditions  of  today,  it  is  still  likely  that  this  super 
coin  will  realize  a five-figure  bid. 

The  exact  number  of  proof  1866  Nickels  minted  is  unknown  but  at  least  125 
were  struck  for  inclusion  in  the  proof  sets  issued  that  year.  Undoubtedly  a small 
additional  quantity  was  also  struck  but  it  is  unlikely  that  the  total  mintage  of  1 866 
proof  Nickels  exceeded  175  pieces.  It  is  our  guess  that  no  more  than  100  still 
exist  today  and  only  a few  of  those  are  comparable  to  this  one.  (Color  Plate) 

EXTREMELY  RARE  1867  WITH  RAYS  PROOF  NICKEL 


1102.  1867,  With  Rays,  Gem  Proof  65.  Full  mirror  surfaces  and  beautiful  light  golden 
toning.  Free  of  spots  or  other  impairments  and  it  would  not  be  unreasonable  to 
grade  this  coin  “Superb.” 

The  1867  With  Rays  Nickel  is  by  far  the  rarest  U.S.  Nickel  in  proof.  Only  an 
estimated  25  to  30  proofs  were  struck  before  the  design  was  changed  by 
removing  the  rays  from  the  reverse.  This  makes  the  1867  With  Rays  at  least  five 
to  six  times  as  rare  as  the  next  rarest  proof  Nickel,  the  1866.  Perhaps  as  many  as 
15  proofs  still  survive  today  but  only  a handful  of  those  are  the  quality  of  this 
specimen.  The  high  watermark  for  this  date  at  auction  is  the  $25,000  realized  by 
a specimen  in  April  1980  and  although  this  coin  will  not  bring  that  amount  today, 
it  should  still  realize  in  the  $15,000  range.  In  our  opinion,  at  that  level  this  coin  is 
distinctly  underpriced  since  it  was  a $4000-$5000  coin  in  the  mid-1960's  when 
many  of  today’s  high  priced  coins  were  bringing  only  a fraction  of  that 
amount.  (Color  Plate) 
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1103.  1867,  No  Rays,  Gem  Proof  65.  Brilliant  mirror  surfaces.  Lightly  lacquered  at  one 
time  and  now  acquiring  a very  light  iridescent  toning. 


1 1 04.  1868,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A spotless  gem  with  beautiful  light  golden  toning. 
The  exact  mintage  is  unknown  but  it  is  estimated  to  have  been  in  the  range  of  600 
to  650  pieces.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  precious  few  of  the  survivors  are  a match  for 
this  one. 


1105.  1869,  Superb  Gem  Proof  69.  Pristine!  Superb  light  iridescent  toning  and 
immaculate,  mirror  surfaces.  Simply  stated,  we  have  never  seen  or  handled  a 
finer  proof  Shield  Nickel  of  any  date. 

1106.  1870,  Gem  Proof  65.  Light  golden  toning.  Mirror  surfaces  and  no  spots.  Thin 
scratch  below  serif  of  5.  (Plate) 


1107.  1871,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  Beautiful  light  greenish  gold  toning.  This  is  one  of 
the  most  valuable  proof  Shield  Nickels  due  to  the  rarity  of  the  date  as  a business 
strike.  We  have  not  seen  very  many  that  have  equalled  the  overall  quality  of  this 
specimen. 

1108.  1872,  Gem  Proof  65.  Light  greenish  gold  and  lilac  toning.  (Plate) 

1109.  1873,  Closed  3,  Gem  Proof  65.  Mirror  surfaces  and  light  golden  toning. 

1110.  1873,  Open  3,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  full  frosty  mint  lustre 
and  a trace  of  light  toning. 
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1111.  1874,  Gem  Proof  65.  Gorgeous  natural  golden  brown  toning.  Tiny  rough  spot  in 
planchet  (as  made)  within  shield.  One  light,  barely  noticeable  hairline  running 
horizontally  across  the  shield.  Unusually  pretty  toning.  (Plate) 


1112.  1875,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  Brilliant  mirror  surfaces  and  lovely  light  golden 
toning.  A far  above  average  example  of  this  typically  poorly  made  (in  proof) 
date. 

1113.  1876,  Gem  Proof  65.  Very  pretty  natural  light  gold  and  violet  toning.  More 
reflective  surfaces  than  usually  seen.  (Plate) 


1114.  1877,  Gem  Proof  65.  Attractive  light  iridescent  greenish  gold  toning.  A couple  of 
pinpoint  carbon  spots  on  the  obverse  but  overall  this  is  a distirictly  above 
average  example  of  this  rare  and  popular  date.  Just  500  to  600  Nickels  were 
struck  this  year,  all  in  proof.  In  our  estimation,  this  gem  should  realize  a bid  in  the 
$4000  range. 


1115.  1878,  Gem  Proof  65.  Lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  with  a trace  of  light 
golden  toning.  A few  tiny  carbon  flecks  on  the  surfaces.  A scarce  and  popular 
date  that  was  issued  only  in  proof.  Just  2,350  were  struck. 

1116.  1879,  Gem  Proof  65.  Pale  gold  and  blue  toning.  The  surfaces  are  virtually  free  of 
spots.  This  is  the  so-called  “overdate”  with  the  filled  9 in  the  date.  (Plate) 

1117.  1879,  Gem  Proof  65.  A second  example  of  the  so-called  “overdate.”  This  one  is 
virtually  identical  in  appearance  to  the  preceding  lot  except  that  it  has  a bit  more 
color  and  a couple  of  carbon  spots. 
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1118.  1880,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  Beautiful  multicolored  iridescenttoning.  Lustrous, 
essentially  spot-free  surfaces  that  are  much  more  mirror-like  than  usual  (see 
next  lot).  Worth  a substantial  premium. 

1119.  1880,  Gem  Proof  65.  Same  dies  as  preceding  but  the  surfaces  are  not  nearly  as 
reflective.  This  coin  has  light  golden  toning  and  some  pinpoint  spots. 


1120.  1881,  Gem  Proof  65.  Exceptionally  brilliant  mirror  surfaces  with  just  a trace  of 
light  golden  toning. 

1121.  1882,  Gem  Proof  65.  Attractive  natural  golden  toning.  (Plate) 

1122.  1883,  3 over  2,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  The  genuine  overdate  with  the  2 very 
clear  in  the  field  to  the  left  of  and  slightly  below  the  3.  This  specimen  has  the 
typical  soft  strike  and  is  toned  a natural  gold  color  highlighted  with  a trace  of 
violet.  More  scarce  than  many  realize;  most  coins  offered  in  the  past  as 
“overdates”  have  merely  been  1883’s  with  filled  3’s.  The  genuine  article,  likethis 
coin,  is  really  quite  rare. 

1123.  1883  Shield,  Gem  Proof  65.  Natural  golden  toning.  The  surfaces  are  more 
mirror-like  on  the  reverse  than  on  the  obverse.  Sometiny  pinpoint  carbon  spots, 
mostly  on  the  reverse.  An  attractive  coin  that  is  exceptionally  well  struck. 


1124.  1885,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  golden  brown  toning.  Small  planchet  chip  (as 
made)  at  second  star.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  613,  at  $3100. 

1125.  1886,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  attractive 
light  gold  and  iridescent  toning.  Very  scarce  in  mint  state.  One  of  the  key  dates 
in  this  popular  series.  (Plate) 
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1126.  1913  Buffalo,  Type  I,  Gem  Proof  65.  Razorsharp  strike  and  lovely  natural  golden 
toning.  Small  spot  on  Indian’s  cheek.  A very  elusive  date  in  proof;  most 
examples  offered  as  proofs  are  really  only  high  quality  uncs.  This  coin  is  an 
authentic  proof,  however,  and  should  realize  between  $3000  and  $4000.  Only 
1 ,520  were  minted. 

1127.  191 3-D,  Type  I,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67,  fully  struck  with  natural  medium 
golden  toning;  1925-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  highly  lustrous  with  medium 
golden  toning,  above  average  strike,  a couple  of  pinpoint  carbon  spots.  Two 
pieces. 


1128.  1913  Buffalo,  Type  II,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  Outstanding  lustre  and  spotless 
surfaces.  Attractive  light  golden  toning.  One  of  only  1,514  proofs  struck  and 
certainly  one  of  the  best  we’ve  seen. 


1129.  1914,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  golden  toning  with  just  a trace  of  lilac.  Razor 
sharp  strike,  superb  lustre  and  only  a few  insignificant  spots.  More  rare  than 
either  of  the  1913  proofs.  Just  1,275  were  minted. 
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1130.  1915,  Gem  Proof  65.  Unusually  beautiful  gold  and  violet  toning.  A few  insignifi- 
cant spots  but  the  strike  and  lustre  are  exceptional.  As  is  the  case  with  all  matte 
proof  Buffalo  Nickels,  the  1915  is  much  rarer  than  generally  supposed.  Many 
choice  business  strikes  have  been  incorrectly  offered  as  proofs  over  the  years 
and  this  has  tended  to  give  collectors  a false  impression  of  the  availability  of 
these  matte  proofs.  This  gem  specimen,  however,  will  leave  the  knowledgeable 
viewer  with  no  doubts  of  its  proof  status  and  it  should  realize  a bid  in  the  $4000 
range.  Only  1,050  proofs  were  minted. 


VERY  RARE  1916  PROOF  NICKEL 


1131.  1916,  Gem  Proof  65.  100%  fully  struck  with  a sharp,  square  edge  and  lustrous 
surfaces.  The  coin  has  beautiful  natural  golden  toning  highlighted  with  just  a 
trace  of  violet.  There  are  a couple  of  tiny  carbon  spots  but  not  enough  to  detract 
from  the  overall  superior  appearance  of  this  specimen. 

This  is  by  far  the  rarest  proof  Buffalo  Nickel.  Only  600  were  struck  and  many 
have  been  lost  through  mishandling  or  from  being  spent.  This  gem  is  virtually 
identical  in  overall  quality  to  Lot  616  of  Auction  '80  that  realized  $5500,  and  so  it 
should  realize  a similar  bid. 


1132.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  beautiful  medium 
golden  toning  and  intense  lustre. 
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1133.  1919-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  incredible  detail  on  both  the 
Indian  and  the  Buffalo.  Light  gray  and  gold  toning.  Tiny  triangular  planchet 
depression  (as  made)  on  Indian’s  jaw.  Not  particularly  lustrous  but,  from  the 
standpoint  of  strike  and  surface  quality,  it  is  definitely  one  of  the  best  1919-D 
Nickels  that  we  have  seen. 


1134.  1919-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A second  gem  example  of  this  very  scarce  date. 
This  one  is  not  as  well  struck  as  the  preceding  lot  but  it  is  more  lustrous  and  has 
beautiful  natural  violet  and  gold  toning.  There  is  a thin  diagonal  scrape  on  the 
Buffalo’s  left  front  leg  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  superb. 


1135.  1920-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  medium  greenish  gold  toning  and 
nearly  spotless  surfaces.  One  of  the  most  sharply  struck  1920-S  Nickels  that  we 
have  seen.  Worth  a mid  four-figure  bid. 
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1136.  1924-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Light  golden  brown  toning  and  very  lustrous 
surfaces.  Above  average  strike.  Reverse  rim  nick  at  12  o’clock  and  scratch  on 
mound  below  Buffalo’s  front  feet.  Some  minor  carbon  spots  but  nothing  serious. 
The  foregoing  detailed  description  may  turn  some  people  off  on  this  coin,  but  it 
is  really  a far  above  average  example  of  this  elusive  date  and  well  worth  close 
inspection  and  consideration.  (Plate) 


1137.  1925-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A highly  lustrous  specimen  with  beautiful  light 
golden  toning.  Above  average  strike  for  this  typically  weak  issue. 


1 138.  1925-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  gem  quality  example  of  this  scarce  date. 
This  specimen  has  outstanding  lustre  and  beautiful  medium  golden  toning.  The 
strike,  although  not  full,  is  certainly  above  average.  Slightly  better  in  some 
respects  than  the  preceding  lot  but  a little  worse  in  others.  Overall  the  two  coins 
are  about  equal  with  respect  to  both  quality  and  value. 


1139.  1926-D,  Choice  Uncircuiated  63.  Boldly  struck  with  full  horn  and  tail  and  all 
other  important  details  sharply  defined.  Beautiful  natural  medium  golden  toning 
and  a number  of  tiny  carbon  flecks.  An  exceptional  specimen  from  the  all- 
important  standpoint  of  strike.  The  1926-D,  although  not  especialy  rare  as  a 
date,  is  extremeiy  rare  as  fully  struck  as  this  one  since  the  issue  is  notorious  for 
its  typically  poor  strike. 

1140.  1926-S,  Uncirculated  60,  medium  golden  toning,  sharp  strike  for  this  usually 
weak  issue;  1927-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  attractive  greenish  gold  and  blue 
toning,  above  average  strike,  lustrous.  Two  pieces. 
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1141.  1936,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  Type  I;  satin  finish.  Superb  strike  and  spotless 
surfaces  that  are  enhanced  with  beautiful  light  multicolored  toning.  An 
exceptional  specimen  in  all  respects. 

Although  the  majority  of  1936  proof  Nickels  were  struck  with  this  satin  finish, 
the  Type  I now  is  seen  considerably  less  often  than  the  Type  II  (with  mirror 
surfaces),  possibly  because  they  were  so  similar  in  appearance  to  normal 
business  strikes  that  they  were  spent.  Breen’s  book  on  U.S.  proof  coinage 
recounts  Lester  Merkin’s  estimate  that  this  Type  I Nickel  is  approximately  five 
times  as  rare  as  the  Type  II  and,  if  that  ratio  is  indeed  correct,  then  this  Type  I 
1936  Nickel  is  grossly  underpriced  on  today’s  market. 


1142.  1936,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  Type  II;  brilliant  mirror  finish.  A virtually  flawless 
specimen  with  intense  lustre  and  absolutely  fantastic  violet  and  gold  toning.  The 
surfaces  are  completely  free  of  spots  and  this  is  certainly  one  of  the  choicest, 
most  beautiful  1936  Nickels  that  we  have  seen  in  some  time. 


1143.  1937,  Gem  Proof  65.  Bold  strike,  deep  mirror  surfaces  and  a trace  of  light  golden 
toning.  Should  realize  at  least  $2000. 


1144.  1937-D,  Three  Legged  Buffalo,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  with  lustrous 
mediurn  golden  toning.  An  attractive  example  of  this  scarce  and  popular  mint 
error. 
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CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1796  DIME 


1145.  1796,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A sharply  struck  specimen  with  full 
hair  detail  on  Miss  Liberty  and  all  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers  clearly 
defined.  The  frosty  surfaces  have  beautiful  natural  gray  and  greenish 
gold  toning  and  only  a few  insignificant  contact  marks.  This  speci- 
men was  struck  from  lightly  clashed  diesand  is  the  variety  with  thedie 
break  at  the  first  star  and  several  fine  die  breaks  on  the  reverse.  There 
are  some  light  Mint-made  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse  but  they 
are  totally  unobtrusive.  Overall,  this  is  a truly  beautiful  example  of  this 
first  year  of  the  10  cent  denomination.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1797  DIME 


1146.  1797,  13  Start,  Choice  Vary  Fin#  30.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Light 
violet,  gray  and  gold  toning,  mostly  about  the  periphery.  Rare  and  desirable 
both  as  a date  and  as  a two-year-only  type  coin.  Only  15,017  were  minted  of  this 
variety  and  although  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  16  Stars  Variety  of  1797,  it  is  far 
more  rare  than  the  1796,  particularly  in  the  higher  grades. 
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SUPERB  AND  VERY  RARE  1805  DIME 


1147.  1805,  Four  Berries,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A spectacular  early 
U.S.  Dime  with  sensational  deep  blue,  gold  and  purple  toning.  A bit 
weak  at  the  borders  as  usual,  but  quite  well  struck  on  the  head  of 
Liberty  and  on  the  eagle.  There  are  some  faint  adjustment  marks  in 
Liberty’s  hair  which  are  effectively  concealed  by  the  toning  but  the 
surfaces  are  remarkable  in  their  almost  total  freedom  from  contact 
marks  of  any  kind. 

Early  U.S.  silver  coins  in  this  extraordinary  condition  are  very  rare. 
We  have  seen  only  two  or  three  other  1805  Dimes  that  could  even  be 
mentioned  in  the  same  breath  with  this  coin  and  because  of  the 
unbelievable  toning,  a strong  case  could  be  made  that  this  one  is  the 
most  beautiful  of  them  all.  A bid  of  $20,000  or  more  will  certainly  be 
required  to  buy  this  specimen,  one  of  the  finest  early  U.S.  Dimes  in 
existence.  (Color  Plate) 


1148.  1805,  Four  Berries,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Green  and  golden  brown  peripheral 
toning.  Generally  well  struck  except  at  the  border  which  is  typical  of  this  date. 
Nice  even  wear  and  no  defects  or  problems.  A very  desirable  type  coin  that 
should  realize  in  the  vicinity  of  $2500. 
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1149.  1834,  Large  4,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  As  sharply  struck  as  a Dime  of  this  type 
could  possibly  be.  The  surfaces  are  of  superb  quality  except  for  an  old,  thin 
scratch  below  the  last  hair  curl  to  the  right  of  the  date.  The  obverse  is  frosty  and 
the  reverse  semi-prooflike.  The  toning  is  a completely  natural,  warm  blend  of 
gray  and  gold.  In  Stack’s  session  of  Auction  ’80  last  year,  a similar  specimen 
realized  $7000. 


1150.  1835,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  superb  small  planchet  Bust  Dime  that  is 
fully  struck  and  has  beautiful  natural  multicolored  toning.  This  lovely  coin  is 
from  our  1980  Grand  Central  Sale,  Lot  333,  where  it  realized  $5250. 

1151.  1840,  No  Drapery,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Fully  struck  with  attractive  natural 
multicolored  toning.  A very  underrated  type  that,  based  on  its  relative  rarity, 
should  realize  more  of  a premium  over  the  With  Drapery  type  than  it  now  does. 
Worth  $2000  or  more.  (Plate) 


1152.  1840-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  No  Drapery,  as  are  all  known  specimens.  Small 
mintmark.  Very  sharply  struck  with  each  star  boldly  defined  and  the  head  of 
Liberty  showing  complete  hair  detail.  (As  Ahwash  points  out,  this  is  most 
unusual  for  this  generally  weak  issue.)  The  coin  has  beautiful  medium  gray  and 
gold  toning  and  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces.  One  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this 
scarce  date  that  we  have  ever  seen.  Underrated  in  all  grades  and  very  rare  in  this 
choice  condition. 
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SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1852  DIME 


1153.  1852,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Splendid  golden  brown  and  pale  violet 
toning.  Boldly  struck  with  all  details,  including  Liberty’s  head,  sharply  defined.  A 
magnificent  type  coin  that  would  be  difficult  to  equal.  In  our  opinion,  worth  an 
enormous  premium  over  the  current  MS-65  “Bid”  price  for  a Dime  of  this  type. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1858-S  DIME 
The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1154.  1858-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65. 100%  fully  struck  with  an  abundance  of 
mint  lustre  and  simply  breathtaking  natural  golden  toning.^  The 
surfaces  are  pristine  save  for  one  small  scrape  across  Liberty’s  leg 
above  the  shield.  This  is  not  the  highest  priced  coin  in  this  session, 
but  it  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  important  and  memorable.  To  the 
best  of  our  knowledge,  the  1858-S  Dime  is  unique  in  this  condition 
and,  in  fact,  this  particular  specimen  is  not  even  approached  in  grade 
by  any  other  known  1858-S.  It  was  previously  Lot  374  in  Steve  Ivy’s 
October  1977  Sale  and  prior  to  that  it  was  Lot  849  in  Stack’s  1976ANA 
Sale. 

Only  60,000  1858-S  Dimes  were  struck  and  so  it  is  not  surprising 
that  it  is  very  rare  in  any  condition.  (Ahwash  considers  it  R-5  in 
circulated  grades.)  Most  other  specimens  that  we  have  seen  were  in 
the  Fine  to  Very  Fine  range  and  we  cannot  recall  ever  seeing  another 
strictly  mint  state  specimen,  although  Ahwash  rates  it  High  R-7  in 
unc.  In  Scott’s  1976  catalogue,  the  1858-S  was  described  as 
“unknown  in  unc."  Obviously  this  coin  disproves  that  statement  but, 
as  mentioned  above,  it  is  undoubtedly  unique  in  this  gem  grade.  At 
the  1 976  A NA  Sale  the  coin  realized  $3250  and  a little  over  a year  later 
it  brought  $3400  at  the  Ivy  Sale.  Today  it  should  realize  closer  to 
$10,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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1155.  1864,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies. 
Lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  with  a trace  of  light  violet  brown  toning  at  the 
periphery. 

With  only  11,000  business  strikes  minted  plus  470  proofs,  the  1864  Dime  is 
rare  in  all  grades.  In  choice  or  gem  mint  state  condition,  it  is  seen  much  less 
often  than  it  is  in  proof. 


1156.  1871,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  golden  brown  and  violet  toning.  Excellent  lustre 
and  surfaces.  One  of  960  proofs  minted.  (Plate) 


1157  1878-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lustrous,  satin  surfaces;  beautiful  golden 
toning  with  a trace  of  violet  and  blue  at  the  reverse  border.  A rare  and  distinctly 
undervalued  date.  A mere  200,000  were  struck  and  this  coin  is  as  much  as  50 
times  as  rare  as  the  common  dates  of  this  type. 


1158.  1879,  Gem  Proof  65.  A magnificently  toned  specimen,  deep  blue,  violet  and 
golden  brown  on  the  obverse  and  lighter  shades  of  the  same  colors  on  the 
reverse.  Spectacular  overall  appearance.  One  of  1,100  proofs  minted. 

1159.  1887-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  highly  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces  and  just  a hint  of  light  golden  toning.  One  hairline  in  the  right  obverse 
field  but  otherwise  superb.  Overall,  the  finest  example  of  this  moderately  scarce 
date  that  we  have  seen.  (Plate) 
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1160.  1892,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A magnificent  example  of  this  first  year  of 
the  Barber  type.  It  is  100%  fully  struck  and  has  superb  quality  prooflike  surfaces 
and  light  golden  toning.  Worth  a big  premium. 


1161.  1894,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Similar  in  overall  appearance  to  the  preceding  lot 
but  the  toning  is  just  a little  bit  deeper.  There  are  a few  light  hairlines  in  the  proof- 
like fields  in  front  of  Liberty’s  face  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  superb  and  one  of  the 
best  examples  of  this  very  scarce  date  that  we  have  seen.  In  gem  mint  state,  the 
1894  Dime  is  considerably  more  rare  than  it  is  in  proof.  This  superior  quality 
example  should  realize  in  excess  of  $2000. 

1162.  1895,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Sharply  struck  with  full  frosty  mint  lustre  and 
delicate  gray  and  golden  toning.  Only  690,880  were  minted  of  this  date  and  it  is 
by  far  the  rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  Barber  Dime.  It  isalso  considerably  rarerthan 
some  of  the  more  highly  regarded  mintmarked  issues,  especially  in  this 
condition,  and  it  is  seen  much  more  often  in  proof  than  it  is  in  choice  mint  state. 
One  of  the  most  underrated  issues  in  this  popular  series.  (Plate) 


1163.  1897-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A lovely,  “original”  coin  with  medium  golden 
brown  toning  and  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  Scarce  in  all  grades  and 
really  quite  rare  in  gem  condition.  In  fact,  this  is  one  of  only  three  or  four  true 
gems  that  we  can  recall  seeing  in  the  past  five  years.  It  should  realize  a winning 
bid  in  the  $2500-$3000  range. 

1164.  1898,  Gem  Proof  65.  Superb  deep  gray,  gold,  violet  and  blue  toning.  Lint  mark  on 
reverse  below  Dl  of  DIME.  A very  scarce  proof;  only  735  were  minted.  (Plate) 
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RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1903-S  DIME 


1165.  1903-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck  coin  with  beautiful  light  golden 
brown  toning  and  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  One  of  the  finest  1903-S 
Dimes  that  we  have  seen  or  handled. 

In  our  experience  this  date  is  one  of  the  two  or  three  most  difficult  to  obtain  in 
the  entire  Barber  Dime  series.  In  fact,  a good  case  could  be  made  that  it  is  the 
rarest  Barber  Dime  in  gem  condition,  although  the  1 894-0  probably  beats  it  by  a 
very  small  margin.  In  putting  together  a gem  uncirculated  set  of  Barber  Dimes  a 
number  of  years  ago  (a  task  which  took  over  5 years!),  the  1903-S  was  the  very 
last  date  that  we  obtained  to  complete  the  collection.  During  that  period  we 
encountered  at  least  two  or  three  gems  of  every  other  date  but  it  was  only  at  the 
end  of  a very  long  search  that  we  were  able  to  locate  a gem  1903-S.  Perhaps  our 
experience  does  not  exactly  match  the  experience  of  others  who  have  also 
attempted  to  assemble  Barber  Dime  collections,  but  at  least  it  explains  why  we 
have  such  a high  regard  for  this  date. 


RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1904-S  DIME 


1166.  1904-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  warm  gray,  gold  and  blue 
toning.  The  surfaces  are  semi-proolike  and  have  considerable  lustre  under  the 
medium  toning.  In  our  opinion,  this  date  is  one  of  the  seven  oreight  rarest  in  the 
entire  Barber  Dime  series,  although  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  1903-S  just  offered. 
This  particular  specimen,  if  not  the  absolute  finest  we’ve  handled,  is  certainly 
among  the  very  best  on  the  market  in  many  years. 

1167.  1905,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A frosty,  well  struck  specimen  with  superb  multi- 
colored peripheral  toning.  A beauty! 
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1168.  1909-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Gorgeous  peripheral  toning  and  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces.  Well  struck  and  exceptionally  attractive.  Very  scarce  in  such  choice 
condition.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  645,  where  it  realized  $3100. 

1169.  1912-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Gray,  green  and  violet  brown  toning. 


1 1 70.  1921-D,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Splendid  natural  gray  and  golden  toning 
and  virtually  flawless,  satiny  surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck  on  the  obverse  but  the 
horizontal  bands  on  the  fasces  do  not  show  any  separation.  Despite  the  lack  of 
separation  in  the  bands,  this  is  an  exceptional  example  of  this  rare  and  popular 
date.  Worth  $3000  or  more. 

1171.  1928-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  split  bands.  Tremendous  strike  and  lustre 
and  attractive  natural  toning.  At  arm’s  length,  this  coin  appears  to  be  absolutely 
superb  but  closer  inspection  reveals  some  very  light  hairlines  across  the  lower 
obverse.  Still,  this  coin  is  far  superior  to  most  available  specimens.  (Plate) 


U.S.  TWENTY  CENT  PIECES 


1172.  1875-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  for  this  issue  as  it  displays 
little  of  the  typical  weakness  at  the  top  of  the  eagle’s  wing.  The  surfaces  are 
frosty  and  very  lustrous  and  are  enhanced  by  a natural  soft  golden  toning.  There 
are  a couple  of  nicks  on  Liberty’s  extended  arm  but  the  fields  are  relatively  mark 
free.  Boldly  double-punched  mintmark.  An  excellent  type  coin  that  should 
realize  a bid  in  the  $4000-$5000  range. 
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GEM  PROOF  1876  TWENTY  CENT  PIECE 


1173.  1876,  Gem  Proof  65.  Sharp  strike,  deep  mirror  fields,  frosted  devices  and 
beautiful  light  golden  toning.  There  are  a few  very  light  hairlines  in  the  fields  but 
the  overall  appearance  of  this  specimen  is  simply  outstanding.  One  of  1,260 
proofs  minted. 


U.S.  QUARTERS 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1842-0  QUARTER 


1174.  1842-0,  Large  Date,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  sharply  struck  with  every  star 
boldly  defined  and  Miss  Liberty’s  head  showing  all  the  original  hair  detail.  The 
eagle  is  also  fully  struck  up  and  the  edge  is  sharp  and  square.  The  lustrous, 
semi-prooflike  surfaces  have  some  minor  marks  but  nothing  serious  and  the 
coin  has  very  attractive  natural  gold  and  violet  toning. 

The  1842-0  is  moderately  scarce  in  all  grades  and  very  rare  in  full  mint  state. 
Perhaps  an  equal  or  even  finer  example  exists  but  we  have  not  seen  it  nor  has  a 
comparable  quality  1842-0  Large  Date  Quarter  appeared  on  the  auction  market 
in  many  years.  For  example,  the  James  A.  Stack  Collection  contained  a 
borderline  unc  and  the  Reed  Hawn  Collection  did  not  contain  aspecimen  in  any 
grade.  Today’s  buyers  seem  to  be  far  more  interested  in  quality  than  anything 
else  and,  as  a result,  coins  such  as  this  one,  which  probably  don’t  exist  finer,  are 
often  overlooked  and  thus  undervalued.  The  desire  to  own  superb  quality  and 
the  desire  to  own  an  1842-0  Quarter  are  quite  likely  incompatible  goals. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1853  NO  ARROWS  QUARTER 


1175.  1853,  No  Arrows,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck  gem  with  full  mint 
lustre  and  beautiful  light  golden  toning.  This  is  the  second  finest  example  of  this 
extremely  rare  issue  that  we  have  seen,  surpassed  only  (and  then  just  marginal- 
ly) by  the  example  that  we  sold  in  our  1979  Hamilton  Sale. 

This  issue  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Seated  Liberty  Quarters.  Only  44,200  were 
minted  and  it  is  probable  that  almost  all  of  those  were  melted  after  the  specifica- 
tions were  changed  and  the  silver  content  reduced  later  in  the  year.  All 
specimens  show  recutting  in  the  date  at  53  and  for  this  reason  the  coin  has  often 
been  catalogued  as  an  “overdate.  ” The  coin  in  our  1979  Sale  realized  $8500  and 
the  gem  in  Stack's  session  of  Auction  '80  brought  $9500  and  so  this  outstanding 
example  of  this  very  rare  date  should  also  realize  close  to  the  five-figure  level. 


1176.  1857,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  An  absolutely  extraordinary  coin,  as 
sharply  struck  as  any  proof  and  having  flawless  prooflike  surfaces  and  the  most 
beautiful  natural  multicolored  toning  one  could  hope  for.  One  of  thefinest,  if  not 
the  finest,  of  a small  group  of  original,  superbly  toned  specimens  that  we  sold 
five  or  six  years  ago.  The  ultimate  in  a No  Motto  Seated  Liberty  Quarter.  (Color 
Plate) 


1 1 77.  1865,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lovely  natural  gray  and  greenish  gold  toning.  Very 
sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  only  a few  minor 
contact  marks  in  the  fields. 

This  date  is  very  scarce  as  a business  strike  and  very  rare  in  gem  condition.  We 
could  easily  count  the  number  of  similar  quality  1865  Quarters  that  we  have  seen 
on  one  hand.  Only  59,300  were  minted,  500  of  which  were  proofs,  and  this  date  is 
much  more  readily  obtainable  in  proof  than  it  is  in  mint  state. 
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VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1866  QUARTER 


1178.  1866,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Softly  struck  at  the  center  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse  but  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  is  sharp.  The  frosty  surfaces  have  the 
numerous  die  striations  that  are  typical  of  silver  and  gold  coins  of  this  period. 
There  are  some  light  hairlines  in  the  fields,  but  no  contact  marks  or  other  impair- 
ments worth  noting. 

Only  17,525  quarters  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1866  and 
although  proofs  are  errcountered  with  some  regularity,  business  strikes  are 
seldom  seen  in  any  condition  and  mint  state  pieces  such  as  this  are  of  the 
greatest  rarity.  This  specimen  is  Lot  441  from  our  1980  Grand  Central  Sale  and  it 
is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  this  rare  date  to  be  offered  at  auction  since  the 
Reed  Hawn  specimen  in  1977. 


RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1868  QUARTER 


1 1 79.  1868,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Full  prooflike  surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck  and 
highly  lustrous  with  a trace  of  pale  golden  toning.  Some  very  light  contact  marks 
in  the  fields  are  intensified  by  the  mirror  surfaces  but  the  overall  quality  is 
exceptional  for  this  rare  date. 

Like  the  1865  and  1866  offered  in  the  previous  two  lots,  the  1868  is  very  rare  as 
a business  strike,  especially  in  choice  mint  state  condition.  Only  30,000  were 
minted  and  one  of  the  600  proofs  is  far  more  likely  to  be  offered  for  sale  than  a 
mint  state  coin  such  as  this.

1 1 80.  1869,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  The  finest  example  we  have  ever 
seen  of  this  very  rare  date.  It  is  fully  struck  with  lustrous,  semi- 
prooflike surfaces  that  are  virtually  pristine.  The  obverse  has 
beautiful  natural  golden  brown  peripheral  toning  and  the  reverse  has 
lovely  light  violet  and  blue  toning.  In  our  opinion,  this  coin  is  con- 
siderably finer  than  the  Reed  Hawn-Auction  ’80  specimen,  the  only 
other  high  grade  business  strike  to  appear  on  the  market  in  recent 
years. 

This  date  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  of  the  rare  Philadelphia 
Mint  Quarters  of  the  1860’s.  Only  16,600  were  struck,  including  600 
proofs.  Last  year  in  our  session  of  Auction  W,  a comparable  quality 
1870,  a date  not  nearly  as  rare  as  this  one,  realized  $11,500.  Thus, 
considering  the  rarity  and  quality  of  this  lot,  we  feel  that  it  should 
easily  top  the  $10,000  mark  and  could  possibly  realize  closer  to 
$15,000. 


1181.  1871,  Gem  Proof  65.  Very  pretty  natural  violet,  gold  and  blue  toning.  A few  light 
hairlines  in  the  fields  but  they  are  largely  concealed  by  the  attractive  toning. 
Only  960  proofs  struck.  (Plate) 


1182.  1880,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous  with  semi-prooflike 
surfaces  and  beautiful  natural  golden  brown  and  violet  toning.  A very  low 
mintage  date;  only  14,955  were  minted.  Much  more  often  encountered  in  proof 
than  in  gem  mint  state  condition.

1183.  1885,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  golden  toning  and  only  one  or  two  very  light 
hairlines.  One  of  just  930  proofs  struck. 


1184.  1892,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  mirror  fields,  frosted  devices  and  attractive 
medium  golden  toning.  First  year  of  the  Barber  type.  One  of  1 ,245  proofs  minted. 


1185.  1892,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A fully  struck,  frosty  gem  with  virtually 
pristine  surfaces  and  magnificent  deep  multicolored  toning.  An  outstanding 
coin  for  a top  quality  type  set. 

1186.  1893-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Semi-prooflike;  sharply  struck  with  attractive 
greenish  gold  and  russet  toning.  A moderately  scarce  date.  (Plate) 


1187.  1894,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Frosty  and  lustrous  with  beautiful  natural 
peripheral  toning.  A few  tiny  marks  on  Liberty’s  cheek  but  the  fields  are  virtually 
unmarked.  The  reverse  in  particular  is  superb. 
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1188.  1894-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A lovely  original  coin  with  medium  greenish  gold 
and  violet  obverse  toning  and  light  golden  brown  and  violet  reverse  toning.  This 
date  is  quite  scarce  in  this  grade  and  it  is  much  more  difficult  to  obtain  than  the 
so-called  common  dates  of  the  series. 


1189.  1895,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  multicolored  toning  on  the  obverse  and  breath- 
taking deep  midnight  blue  and  gold  toning  on  the  reverse.  One  hairline  in  the 
field  in  front  of  the  face  but  otherwise  extraordinary.  The  incredible  toning  sets 
this  coin  apart  from  other  proofs  of  similar  technical  grade.  Worth  a significant 
premium  over  the  current  Proof-65  “Bid”  price. 


RARE  AND  POPULAR  1896-S  QUARTER 


1190.  1896-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous.  The 
reverse  has  just  a trace  of  light  golden  toning  and  the  obverse  has  very 
pretty  light  gold  and  violet  toning.  There  is  one  small  abrasion  on 
Liberty’s  cheek  without  which  the  coin  would  grade  a solid  Unc-67. 
The  reverse  is  extraordinary  and  virtually  without  flaw. 

The  1896-S  Quarter  is  one  of  the  "big  three"  of  the  Barber  Quarter 
series.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  more  rare  in  this  gem  condition  than  the 
lower  mintage  1913-S.  The  comparable  quality  specimen  in  Stack’s 
session  of  Auction  '80  realized  $19,000  last  year.  It  is  unlikely  thatthis 
coin  will  reach  that  level,  but  it  still  should  easily  top  the  $10, 000  mark. 
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1191.  1900-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  exceptional  strike. 
Beautiful  medium  greenish  gold  toning  on  the  obverse  and  just  a trace  of  light 
toning  on  the  reverse.  A premium  quality  example  of  this  scarce  date  that  should 
realize  in  excess  of  $3000. 


1192.  1904,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  Brillant  mirror  surfaces  and  delicate  golden  toning. 
One  of  only  670  proofs  minted. 

1193.  1907-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Frosty  and  well  struck  with  beautiful  natural 
violet  and  golden  toning  highlighted  with  atraceof  blueand  green  atthe  border. 
A moderately  scarce  date  in  this  choice  condition.  (Plate) 

1194.  1909-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck,  highly  lustrous  specimen  with 
clean,  frosty  surfaces  and  a trace  of  natural  golden  brown  toning.  A very  scarce 
date  tha*t  is  seldom  seen  in  gem  condition.  The  comparable  specimen  in  Stack’s 
session  of  Auction  ’80  realized  $4750  last  year.  (Plate) 


1195.  1910,  Gem  Proof  65.  Brilliant  mirror  surfaces  and  beautiful  natural  multicolored 
peripheral  toning.  This  is  one  of  the  rarest  proofs  of  the  series.  A mere  551  pieces 
were  struck. 

1196.  1912-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Light  golden  toning.  Frosty  obverse  and  proof- 
like reverse.  One  noticeable  abrasion  across  Liberty’s  head  and  one  nick  on  the 
neck.  The  reverse  is  spectacular,  67  or  better  quality.  This  date  is  one  of  the  more 
underrated  in  the  series.  Only  708,000  were  minted  and  gems  are  extremely 
difficult  to  obtain.  If  only  the  obverse  matched  the  reverse,  this  coin  would  really 
be  something! 
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1197.  1916,  Standing  Liberty,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous 
with  beautiful  light  golden  toning.  The  head  is  nearly  full.  There  are  a few  tiny 
spots  on  the  reverse  but  the  surfaces  are  notably  unmarked. 

The  1916  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  popular  minor 
coins  of  the  20th  Century.  Only  52,000  were  struck  and  choice  mint  state 
specimens  are  always  in  great  demand.  Worth  in  excess  of  $7000. 

1198.  1917,  Type  I,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  head.  A lovely,  original  coin  with  light 
golden  brown  toning  at  the  border. 

1199.  1917,  Type  II,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Virtually  full  head.  Superb  satiny 
surfaces  with  attractive  natural  greenish  gold  and  russet  toning.  Tiny  milling 
mark  on  the  eagle’s  wing  but  otherwise  pristine. 

1200.  1918,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  head.  Lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  beautiful 
light  golden  toning.  (Plate) 


1201.  1919-D,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Very  sharply  struck  with  superb  lustre 
and  beautiful  light  golden  toning.  A little  over  half  of  Liberty's  head  is  showing. 
The  satiny  surfaces  are  pristine  and  even  though  the  head  is  not  full,  this  is  still 
one  of  the  nicest  1919-D  Quarters  that  we  have  handled.  Ex  Auction ’80,  Lot  716, 
where  it  realized  $3400. 


1202.  1920-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Virtually  full  head.  Rich  medium  golden  toning 
and  lustrous  surfaces.  This  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  series  this  well  struck. 
Most  specimens  have  little  or  no  detail  on  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty. 
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1203.  1923-S,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Full  radiant  mint  lustre  and  just  a trace  of 
light  peripheral  toning.  Very  boldly  struck  except  for  the  head  which  is 
approximately  two-thirds  full.  The  surfaces  are  pristine  and  although  there 
could  be  sharper  head  detail,  it  would  otherwise  be  virtually  impossible  to 
improve  upon  this  coin. 

1204.  1923-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A second  gem  example  of  this  rare  and  desirable 
date.  This  specimen  is  not  quiteas  well  struck  as  the  preceding  lot  but  it  is  just  as 
lustrous  and  very  nearly  as  mark-free.  The  surfaces  are  covered  with  beautiful 
medium  golden  toning.  (Plate) 

1205.  1924-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  light  greenish  gold  toning.  Generally 
well  struck  with  the  head  over  half  full.  Thin  “drift  mark”  across  Liberty’s 
midriff. 


1206.  1927-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Sharply  struck  with  a virtually  full  head.  The 
surfaces  have  very  few  marks  but  the  coin  has  been  very  lightly  cleaned  at  one 
time  and  now  is  not  quiteas  lustrous  as  it  once  was.  The  surfaces  are  acquiring  a 
delicate  golden  toning  and  the  overall  appearance  of  this  coin  is  still  excellent.  A 
rare  date  in  this  condition,  possibly  the  second  rarest  in  the  series  after  the 
overdate.  This  choice  specimen  should  realize  between  $4000-$5000. 

1207.  1929,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  head.  Natural  golden  toning.  A very  choice 
specimen. 

1208.  1932-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck,  frosty  specimen  with  some  light 
contact  marks  in  the  left  obverse  field  and  considerabletarnish.  Thetoning  may 
not  appeal  to  everyone  but  the  coin  is  original  and  uncleaned.  This  is  the  rarest 
and  most  valuable  Washington  Quarter  in  gem  condition.  Only  436,800  pieces 
were  struck  and  specimens  of  this  quality  are  now  bringing  $3000  or  more. 
(Plate) 

1209.  1936-D,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A pristine  specimen  with  absolutely 
fantastic  light  multicolored  iridescent  toning.  We  have  not  seen  a finer  or  more 
beautiful  1936-D  Quarter.  (Plate) 
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1210.  1795,  Two  Leaves,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Medium  gray  and  gold  toning.  Well 
struck  in  the  center  but  a bit  soft  at  the  border.  Some  light  obverse  adjustment 
marks,  several  at  Liberty’s  ear  and  the  others  at  the  rim.  A nice  type  coin  that 
should  realized  around  $2500. 

1211.  A group  of  three  1795  Half  Dollars,  all  with  Two  Leaves  under  each  wing.  One 
grades  Good  4,  another  Very  Good  8 and  the  third  Fine  12.  All  have  been  lightly 
cleaned  but  are  quite  presentable.  Three  pieces. 


LOVELY  MINT  STATE  1807  BUST  RIGHT  HALF  DOLLAR 


1212.  1807,  Draped  Bust  Right,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A sharply  struck, 
lustrous  specimen  with  very  attractive  light  gray  and  golden  toning.  A 
thin  die  break  runs  through  the  date  and  left  stars;  the  denticles  are 
broad  and  separated.  There  are  a couple  of  light  hairlines  in  front  of 
Liberty’s  nose  but  the  frosty  surfaces  are  otherwise  unusually  clean 
for  an  early  U.S.  silver  coin. 

This  Draped  Bust  type  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  U.S.  silver  type 
coins  to  obtain  in  choice  condition  and  strictly  uncirculated  examples 
of  any  date  are  rare.  This  specimen  is  somewhat  more  attractive 
overall  than  the  similar  grade  Lot  721  of  our  session  of  Auction  ’80  that 
realized  $12,000  last  year.  Market  conditions  are  a bit  different  today, 
but  this  coin  should  still  realize  a bid  in  excess  of  $10,000.  (Color 
Plate) 
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1213.  1818,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A razor  sharp  specimen  with  every  star  struck  to  its 
center  and  all  the  hair  detail  on  Miss  Liberty  clearly  defined.  The  eagle’s  wing 
feathers  and  claws  are  also  extremely  sharp.  The  coin  has  excellent  lustre  and 
beautiful  natural  golden  toning.  A gem  despite  a couple  of  very  minor  obverse 
abrasions.  Ex  Getty  Collection  Sale,  Lot  768,  where  it  was  described  as  being 
“Either  the  finest  known  in  specialized  collections  or  tied  for  this  honor.” 
Certainly  worth  $3000  or  more  today. 


1214.  1819,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  superb  deep  multicolored 
toning.  This  is  one  of  the  choicest  and  most  beautiful  Bust  Half  Dollars  we  have 
seen;  the  color,  strike,  lustre  and  surfaces  leave  little,  if  anything,  to  be  desired. 

In  our  opinion,  Bust  Half  Dollars  of  this  quality  are  very  undervalued  when 
compared  to  the  later  issues  in  the  Seated  Liberty,  Barber  and  Walking  Liberty 
series.  This  outstanding  coin,  which  surely  must  be  one  of  the  finest  1819’s  in 
existence,  will  probably  realize  a bid  in  the  $5000  range.  (Color  Plate) 


1215.  1828,  Square  Base  2,  Small  8’s,  Large  Letters,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A 

marvelously  toned  Bust  Half  Dollar,  mostly  gray  and  greenish  gold  with  blue 
highlights  around  the  border.  The  strike  and  surfaces  are  excellent.  A superb 
type  coin. Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  734,  where  it  realized  $3100. 
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1216.  1829,  9 over  7,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  and  beautifully  toned.  The 
coin  is  predominantly  golden  brown  but  there  is  a trace  of  violet  and  blue  at  the 
rims. 

This  overdate  is  very  underrated.  It  is  many  times  more  rare  than  the  normal 
date  1829  yet,  when  available,  sells  for  little  if  any  more.  If  a comparable  quality 
specimen  exists,  we  have  not  seen  it. 


1217.  1831,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  lustrous  and  well  struck;  beautiful  light  gold 
and  violet  toning.  An  excellent  type  coin  that  should  realize  several  thousand 
dollars. 


1218.  1839,  Seated  Liberty,  With  Drapery,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Sharply  struck  with 
full  prooflike  surfaces.  Lovely  golden  brown,  violet  and  light  blue  toning  and 
only  a few  very  light  contact  marks  in  the  fields.  A very  choice  and  beautiful  coin. 

This  coin  is  an  enigma.  No  proofs  were  reported  struck  of  this  With  Drapery 
variety  yet  this  specimen  has  many  characteristics  of  a true  proof.  In  our  opinion, 
it  is  not  an  intentional  proof  but  perhaps  it  is  an  “unintentional” one,  i.e.,  one  that 
was  struck  from  dies  that  were  polished  after  the  dies  had  clashed  or  possibly  at 
the  beginning  of  the  minting  of  this  variety.  It  is  also  possibly  a presentation 
piece  of  some  sort  since  it  is  of  an  entirely  different  "fabric”  than  any  other  1839 
With  Drapery  Half  Dollar  that  we  have  seen.  (See  the  next  lot  for  a more  typical 
specimen.)  Whatever  it  might  be,  proof,  "unintentional  proof,”  presentation 
coin,  or  merely  a prooflike  business  strike,  it  is  certainly  an  unusual  and 
intriguing  coin  that  should  be  closely  examined  by  the  specialist. 
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1219.  1839,  Seated  Liberty,  With  Drapery,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Full  frosty  mint 
lustre  and  very  sharp  strike.  Beautiful  light  multicolored  peripheral  toning.  A 
couple  of  light  hairlines  in  the  right  obverse  field  as  well  as  a few  minor  contact 
marks  but  very  nearly  of  gem  quality  overall. 

Most  of  the  attention  given  to  1839  Half  Dollars  is  directed  to  the  rare  1839 
Seated  Liberty  Without  Drapery.  This  With  Drapery  variety  has  long  been 
forgotten  and  neglected  but  based  on  the  actual  number  of  appearances  at 
auction  in  recent  years,  it  is  really  only  slightly  less  rare  than  the  highly  regarded 
No  Drapery  variety. 


1220.  1844,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  a partial  wire  rim  and 
exceptional  detail.  Beautiful  natural  gray,  greenish  gold  and  pale  blue  toning.  A 
common  date  but  really  quite  scarce  in  this  gem  condition,  as  are  all  true  mint 
state  silver  coins  of  the  1840’s. 


1221.  1855-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Magnificent  natural  toning,  an  extraordinary 
blend  of  greenish  gold,  violet,  blue  and  golden  brown.  The  coin  is  very  sharply 
struck  and  the  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  have  only  a few  insignihcant 
hairlines  and  contact  marks  that  are  almost  entirely  concealed  by  the  toning.  A 
very  beautiful  and  desirable  type  coin  that  should  realize  a mid  four-figure  bid. 
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SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1859  HALF  DOLLAR 


1222.  1859,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  One  of  the  most  beautiful  coins  in  this  sale. 
It  has  superb  greenish  gold,  blue  and  violettoning  atthe  border  blending  evenly 
to  luscious  golden  brown  at  the  center.  The  coin  is  as  sharply  struck  as  a proof 
and  has  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  that  are  remarkably  free  of  hairlines  or 
abrasions. 

The  1859  is  moderately  scarce  in  all  grades  and  is  really  very  rare  in  gem 
condition.  Without  question,  this  is  the  finest  mint  state  1859  Half  Dollar  that  we 
have  ever  seen.  In  fact,  we  have  seen  few  business  strike  No  Motto  Half  Dollars 
of  any  date  that  could  rival  it  in  terms  of  overall  quality  and  beauty.  Worth  a high 
four-figure  bid.  (Color  Plate) 


1 223.  1862,  Gem  Proof  65.  Fantastic  multicolored  iridescent  toning  that  must  be  seen 
to  be  fully  appreciated.  100%  fully  struck  and  extraordinarily  beautiful  in  all 
respects.  One  of  just  550  proofs  minted. 


1224.  1873,  No  Arrows,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  natural  toning;  the  obverse  is  a 
brilliant  greenish  gold,  blue  and  russet  while  the  reverse  is  a more  subdued 
violet  and  blue.  One  of  600  proofs  minted. 
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1225.  An  interesting  group  of  three  1877-S  Half  Dollars.  All  three  have  different 
surface  textures  and  different  mintmark  positions  and  sizes.  One  coin  is  proof- 
like, the  second  semi-prooflike  and  the  third  frosty.  All  have  light  golden  toning 
and  grade  Uncirculated  60  to  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A most  intriguing  lot  for 
the  Seated  Liberty  specialist.  Three  pieces. 


1226.  1879,  Gem  Proof  65.  Boldly  struck  with  a sharp  square  edge  and  deep  mirror 
surfaces.  Beautiful  natural  green,  blue,  violet  and  gold  toning.  Partial  drapery 
from  Liberty’s  elbow  resulting  from  die  lapping. 

The  1879  is  a rare  date  in  all  grades.  Only  5,900  total  pieces  were  struck, 
including  just  1, 100  proofs.  This  piece  is  one  of  the  prettiest  proofs  of  this  date 
that  we  have  seen.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  763,  at  $3800. 


1227.  1884,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Fully  struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike 
surfaces  and  light  golden  toning.  A very  rare  date;  in  fact,  the  1884  had  the 
lowest  mintage  of  any  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dollar  with  the  exception  of  the 
unknown  1873-S  No  Arrows.  Only  5,275  were  minted  and  most  available 
specimens  are  proofs  rather  than  business  strikes. 


1228.  1892,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  An  outstanding  specimen  with  a perfect  strike, 
deep  mirror  surfaces  and  marvelous  multicolored  iridescent  toning.  One  of 
1,245  proofs  struck  and  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  beautifully  toned  of  the 
survivors.  Worth  a bid  in  the  $4000  range.  Ex  Emrick  & Coffey  Sale  (Stack’s, 
November  1976),  Lot  1096.  (Color  Plate) 
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1229.  1892,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck  specimen  with  unbelievable  mint 
frost.  Excellent  “eye  appeal.”  An  outstanding  type  coin. 


1230.  1893-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A beautiful,  fully  lustrous  specimen  with 
superb  natural  golden  brown,  violet  and  blue  toning.  One  faint  hairline  scratch 
on  the  face  and  neck  of  Liberty  is  all  that  separates  this  coin  from  the  “Gem” 
category.  Scarce  in  all  grades  and  rare  in  this  choice  condition.  Only  740,000 
minted. 


1231.  1894,  Gem  Proof  65.  Very  attractive  multicolored  iridescent  toning  on  the 
obverse  and  equally  attractive  light  golden  brown  toning  on  the  reverse.  A few 
light  hairlines  under  the  toning  but  excellent  overall  appearance.

1233.  1896-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  exceptionally  well  struck  example  of  this 
typically  weak  issue.

An  exceptional  specimen  with  brilliant  mirror  fields  and 
beautiful  light  golden  toning.  One  of  only  650  proofs  minted. 

1240.  1910,  Choice  Proof  63.  Blue,  violet  and  golden  brown  peripheral  toning  blending 
to  light  gold  at  the  center.  One  of  551  proofs  struck.  Ex  Davenport  Sale 
(Superior,  February  1977),  Lot  1097. 


1241.  1910,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A frosty,  well  struck  specimen  with  light  golden 
brown  reverse  toning  and  irregular,  somewhat  darker  natural  toning  on  the 
obverse.  Very  few  equal  quality  specimens  have  appeared  on  the  market  in 
recent  years.  A rare  and  underrated  date  in  choice  mint  state;  most  available 
specimens  are  proofs. 

1242.  1911,  Choice  Proof  63.  Fully  struck  with  light  golden  toning  and  brilliant  mirror 
surfaces.  Third  lowest  proof  mintage  of  the  Barber  Half  Dollar  series;  only  543 
struck.  Ex  Davenport  Sale,  Lot  442. 
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1243.  1914-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful  coin,  sharply  struck  with  satiny 
surfaces  and  uniform  light  golden  toning.  A very  scarce  date  in  gem  condition. 
Worth  $5000+. 


1244.  1915-D,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Superb  golden  brown  toning  and 
lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  that  are  almost  entirely  free  of  marks.  A relatively 
common  date  but  the  condition  leaves  absolutely  nothing  to  be  desired.  A real 
beauty! 


1245.  1916,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A stunning  coin  with  magnificent  natural 
greenish  gold,  reddish  brown  and  pale  lilac  toning.  The  strike  is  well  above 
average  and  the  surfaces  are  pristine.  A superb  example  of  this  scarce,  low 
mintage  first  year  of  type.  Should  easily  bring  $3000  or  more. 

1246.  1917,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  and  fully  lustrous.  Very  attractive 
light  natural  gray  and  gold  toning. 

1247.  1917-D,  Obverse  Mintmark,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful  “original  ” coin 
with  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  that  are  enhanced  by  a delicate  natural  greenish 
gold  and  reddish  brown  toning  about  the  periphery.  Several  small  spots  on  both 
sides  butthe  overall  appearance  of  thiscoin  isexcellent.  A scarce  date  with  only 
765,400  pieces  minted.  (Plate) 
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1248.  1918-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A sharply  struck,  lustrous  specimen  that  would 
easily  grade  a full  Unc-65  if  it  were  not  for  one  prominent  gash  on  Liberty’s  left 
hand.  There  are  a few  tiny  marks  on  the  eagle  but  the  fields  are  amazingly  free  of 
abrasions.  The  coin’s  appearance  is  also  decidedly  enhanced  by  a very 
attractive  light  golden  toning  highlighted  with  pale  lilac.  Although  not  a low 
mintage  date,  the  1918-D  is  really  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  series  in  choice  or 
gem  condition,  especially  when  it  is  as  well  struck  as  this  specimen. 


SUPERB  AND  VERY  RARE  1919-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1249.  1919-S,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Lustrous  and  fully  struck  with 
beautiful  light  golden  toning.  Thestrike,  although  notfull,  isfarabove 
average.  The  surfaces  are  pristine  except  for  one  small  abrasion  in  the 
right  obverse  field  and  the  overall  appearance  of  this  coin  is  so 
outstanding  that  we  are  compelled  to  grade  it  “superb.”  It  is  equal  in 
all  respects  to  the  example  in  RARCOA’s  session  of  Auction  ’80  that 
brought  $22,000  a year  ago. 

With  the  sole  exception  of  the  1921 -S,  this  date  is  the  rarest  in  the 
popular  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  series.  True  uncs  are  seldom 
available  and  superb  specimens  such  as  this  are  only  offered  on  the 
rarest  of  occasions. 


1250.  1920,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  lovely  medium  gray  and  gold  toning.  One 
verdigris  spot  at  the  obverse  rim  below  ST  in  TRUST.  Generally  well  struck  with 
frosty,  lustrous  surfaces  beneath  the  beautiful  original  toning. 
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1251.  1920-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Light  golden  toning  and  fully  frosty  surfaces  that 
have  virtually  no  marks  of  any  kind.  The  coin  is  more  sharply  struck  than  most 
specimens  and,  although  a bit  lacking  in  lustre,  it  presents  an  excellent  overall 
appearance.  This  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the  series  in  gem  condition  and  this 
particular  specimen  should  realize  a mid  to  high  four-figure  bid. 


1252.  1920-S,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Beautiful  golden  toning  and  superb 
quality  frosty  surfaces  that  radiate  their  full  original  mint  lustre.  A bit  softly 
struck  at  the  hand  and  hip  and  on  the  eagle’s  left  leg  but  generally  sharp 
elsewhere.  A truly  beautiful  example  of  this  very  scarce  issue.  Easily  worth 
$5000  and  perhaps  a bit  more. 


1253.  1920-S,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A second  outstanding  example  of  this 
elusive  issue.  This  one  has  pale  gold  and  lilac  toning  and  an  above  average 
strike.  The  frosty,  lustrous  surfaces  are  virtually  pristine.  This  is  a particularly 
interesting  specimen  since  it  has  a large  number  of  raised  die  scratches  on  the 
obverse,  particularly  at  the  Motto  and  in  the  left  field  by  Liberty’s  gown. 
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1254.  1921,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck,  fully  lustrous  specimen  with 
beautiful  medium  gold  and  violet  toning.  The  fields  are  very  clean  and  unmarked 
and  it  would  not  be  stretching  the  point  to  grade  this  coin  “superb.” 

The  1921  is  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  dates  of  this  series,  second  only  to  the 
1921-D.  Just  246,000  were  minted  and  gem  mint  state  specimens  such  as  this 
one  are  very  rare.  Worth  a high  four-figure  bid,  possibly  even  as  much  as 
$10,000. 


SUPERBLY  TONED  AND  PRISTINE  1927-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1255.  1927-S,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A simply  amazing  specimen  with  pristine 
surfaces  and  fantastic  green,  golden  brown,  and  lilac  toning.  The  coin  is  not 
fully  struck  but  it  is  well  above  average  in  that  regard.  All  things  considered, 
especially  surface  quality  and  color,  this  ranks  as  the  most  desirable  1927-S  Half 
Dollar  that  we  have  ever  handled.  It  would  not  surprise  us  to  see  this  coin  realize 
a record  price  close  to  $10,000.  (Color  Plate) 

1256.  1929-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  beautiful  light  golden  toning. 
The  frosty  surfaces  are  of  excellent  quality. 

1257.  1929-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  lilac  and  gold  toning,  sharp  strike;  1929-S, 
Choice  Uncirculated  63,  golden  toning  with  atouch  of  pale  violet  on  the  reverse, 
very  lustrous.  Two  pieces. 
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1258.  1933-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  original  mint  lustre 
and  a touch  of  light  golden  toning.  The  obverse  is  very  nice  but  the  reverse  is  just 
fantastic!  A scarce  and  desirable  date. 


1259.  1938-D,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Beautiful  light  golden  toning  and 
lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck.  One  of  the  nicest 
examples  of  this  scarce,  low  mintage  date  that  we  have  ever  handled.  A possible 
record  setter. 

1260.  1938-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  mint  frost  and  light 
golden  toning.  One  of  only  491,600  minted,  the  lowest  mintage  figure  for  any 
Half  Dollar  after  1921.  (Plate)

1 261 . 1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Two  Leaves,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  and 
very  well  centered.  Light  obverse  clash  marks  and  some  minor  adjustment 
marks  on  the  reverse  rim.  Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time  but  the  frosty  surfaces 
have  very  few  marks  of  any  kind  and  the  entire  coin  is  now  covered  with  an 
attractive  medium  golden  toning.  A lovely  early  U.S.  Silver  Dollar  that  should 
realize  in  excess  of  $7500. 
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1262.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Two  Leaves,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Same  variety  as  the 
preceding  lot  and  rather  similar  to  it  in  overall  appearance.  Light  gray  and  gold 
toning  with  a little  deeper  toning  at  the  border.  A few  very  faint  old  scratches  and 
some  barely  noticeable  adjustment  marks  near  the  obverse  rim.  Just  a trace 
more  wear  than  the  preceding  lot  and  thus  worth  a little  less,  perhaps  $6000  or 
so. 


1263.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaves,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Dark  gray  and  greenish 
gold  toning  in  the  fields  and  lighter  devices.  A sharply  struck,  well  centered 
specimen  with  no  impairments  or  major  problems.  Worth  a bid  in  the  $4000 
range. 

1264.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaves,  Very  Fine  25.  Medium  gray,  violet  and 
greenish  gold  toning.  Some  minor  rim  nicks  but  the  overall  appearance  is  still 
quite  good.  (Plate) 

1265.  A group  of  four  1795  Flowing  Hair  Dollars  grading  from  Very  Good  8 to  Fine  15. 
One  coin  is  the  Three  Leaves  variety  and  the  other  three  are  the  Two  Leaves 
variety.  All  have  been  lightly  cleaned;  three  of  the  coins  are  now  a light  gray  and 
gold  color  while  the  fourth  is  very  dark  and  dull.  One  specimen  has  heavy  adjust- 
ment marks  at  the  border  and  some  rim  nicks  and  another  is  quite  porous. 
Obviously,  no  “gems”  here,  but  these  are  still  valuable  and  desirable  coins  and 
we  expect  the  group  to  bring  $6000  or  more.

1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaves,  Very  Fine  20,  light  gray  and  gold  toning, 
scratch  across  nose  into  field;  1795  Draped  Bust,  Choice  Very  Fine  30,  medium 
greenish  gold,  blue  and  violet  toning.  Two  pieces,  both  lightly  cleaned  at  one 
time  but  still  attractive. 

1267.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaves,  Fine  15,  gray  and  greenish  gold  toning,  dirtat 
border  and  throughout  letters  and  devices;  1 795  Draped  Bust,  Fine  1 2,  light  gray 
and  gold  toning;  1799,  Choice  Very  Fine30,  gray  and  gold  toning.  All  three  major 
Bust  Dollar  types  are  represented  in  this  lot.  Each  coin  has  been  lightly  cleaned 
but  all  are  still  presentable  specimens.  Three  pieces. 
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1268.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Two  Leaves,  Good  6,  cleaned,  now  toning  a palegold  color; 
1796,  Small  Date,  Large  Letters,  Good  4,  medium  gray,  gold  and  blue  toning, 
cleaned,  struck  on  a slightly  clipped  planchet;  1800,  Choice  Very  Fine  30, 
sharply  struck  and  well  centered,  light  golden  toning,  some  corrosion  on 
reverse.  Three  pieces. 


1269.  1795,  Draped  Bust,  Extremely  Fine  40.  A sharply  struck,  well  centered  specimen 
with  beautiful  violet,  gold  and  blue  green  toning.  There  is  one  tiny  edge  bruise 
(at  5:30  when  viewing  the  reverse)  but  the  coin  has  an  otherwise  excellent 
overall  appearance  with  just  the  normal  handling  marks  associated  with  the 
grade. 


1270.  1796,  Large  Date,  Small  Letters,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Excellent  strike  and 
centering.  Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time  but  now  acquiring  a delicate  light  golden 
toning.  No  problems  or  defects. 

1271.  1797, 10x6Stars,  Very  Fine  20,  medium  gray  and  gold  toning,  sharply  struck  and 
well  centered,  some  light  adjustment  marks  at  the  obverse  rim,  excellent 
appearance  for  a coin  in  this  grade;  1799,  Choice  Very  Fine  30,  medium  gray  and 
greenish  gold  toning,  sharp  strike,  gouge  in  field  below  Y of  LIBERTY.  Two 
pieces. 

1272.  1798,  Large  Eagle,  Extremely  Fine 40,  palegold  and  lilactoning;  1799,  Extremely 
Fine  40,  medium  multicolored  toning.  Two  pieces,  both  very  attractive  and  free 
of  problems. 

1273.  1800,  Extremely  Fine  40.  An  attractive,  sharply  struck  specimen  with  medium 
greenish  gold,  gray  and  violet  toning.  The  usual  minor  abrasions  and  one  thin 
scratch  from  Liberty’s  chin  to  the  rim. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1838  GOBRECHT  DOLLAR 
WITH  PLAIN  EDGE  AND  PLAIN  FIELD 


1274.  1838,  Gobrecht,  Plain  Edge,  Plain  Field,  Proof  60.  Judd  85.  Light 
violet,  golden  brown,  gray  and  greenish  gold  toning.  Some  light 
hairlines  and  minor  contact  marks  in  the  fields  but  the  overall 
appearance  of  this  coin  is  still  quite  excellent. 

In  most  reference  works,  as  well  as  most  of  the  relatively  few 
auctions  in  which  this  variety  has  appeared,  the  mintage  has 
generally  been  claimed  to  be  only  two  or  three.  There  are  definitely 
more  known  than  that  (our  estimate  is  6-8)  but  nevertheless,  the  1838 
Plain  Edge,  Plain  Field  Gobrecht  Dollar  is  a major  rarity.  The  choice 
(Proof  63)  example  in  our  session  of  Auction  ’80  realized  $23,000  and 
it  is  our  feeling  that  this  coin  should  also  realize  a five-figure  bid. 
Undoubtedly  one  of  the  rarest  coins  in  this  sale. 


1275.  1850,  Uncirculated  60.  Full  prooflike  surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck  with  light 
golden  toning  and  an  abundance  of  lustre.  Not  quite  as  choice  as  the  specimen 
in  our  session  of  Auction  ’80  that  realized  $6250  last  year  but  definitely  among 
the  top  few  business  strikes  that  have  appeared  on  the  market  in  recent  times. 

This  is  a very  rare  date,  one  of  the  rarest  dates,  in  fact,  in  the  entire  series.  A 
mere  7,500  were  minted,  the  third  lowest  mintage  figure  of  any  Philadelphia  Mint 
Seated  Liberty  Dollar  struck  for  circulation. 
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VERY  RARE  1856  PROOF  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1276.  1856,  Choice  Proof  63.  Very  sharply  struck  with  deep  mirror  surfaces  and  just  a 
trace  of  light  golden  toning.  A number  of  light  hairlines  in  the  fields  and  one  tiny 
obverse  rim  nick  above  M in  AMERICA.  There  is  also  one  small  mark  in  thefield 
by  the  eagle’s  leg  but  this  is  possibly  a depression  that  was  present  in  the 
planchet  at  the  time  of  striking.  Because  of  the  excellent  strike  and  brilliance, 
this  coin  has  a very  pleasing  appearance. 

The  number  of  proof  Silver  Dollars  struck  in  1856  is  unknown  but  we  estimate 
it  to  have  been  on  the  order  of  40  to  50  with  perhaps  25  to  30  still  in  existence 
today.  This  piece,  although  not  as  attractively  toned,  is  finer  overall  than  the 
specimen  in  our  1980  Grand  Central  Sale  that  realized  $6500  and  so  we  antici- 
pate that  this  very  rare  proof  will  realize  a bid  in  the  high  four-figure  range. 


1277.  1857,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A lustrous,  semi-prooflike  specimen  with 
attractive  natural  peripheral  toning.  Several  light  hairlines  in  thefieldsand  three 
heavy  milling  marks  in  Liberty’s  gown  near  her  feet.  Softly  struck  on  Liberty’s 
head  and  the  uppermost  stars  as  usual.  This  is  a scarce  date  that  is  very  difficult 
to  obtain  in  choice  mint  state.  Only  94,000  were  minted.  (Plate) 


1278.  1859,  Gem  Proof  65.  Brilliant  mirror  surfaces  and  very  attractive  light  greenish 
gold  toning.  Very  sharply  struck  and  virtually  free  of  hairlines. 

There  is  no  accurate  record  of  the  exact  number  of  proof  1859  Silver  Dollars 
struck.  However,  proofs  of  this  date  are  considerably  more  rare  than  the  proofs 
from  1862-1865  with  their  mintages  of  around  500  pieces  and  therefore,  we 
would  estimate  the  mintage  to  have  been  on  the  order  of  150  to  200  pieces.  At 
any  rate,  less  than  100  are  known  today  and  most  of  them  have  been  cleaned  or 
otherwise  impaired. 
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1279.  1863,  Gem  Proof  65.  Fully  struck  with  brilliant  mirror  fields  and  exceptionally 
frosted  devices.  There  is  just  a trace  of  light  toning  at  the  periphery.  Some  light 
hairlines  are  visible  in  the  fields  but  the  superb  brilliance  and  intensely  frosted 
figure  of  Liberty  give  this  proof  a stunning  arm’s  length  appearance.  This  date 
has  the  lowest  proof  mintage  of  any  Seated  Liberty  Dollar  after  1859;  only  460 
were  struck. 


1280.  1868,  Gem  Proof  65.  One  of  the  most  beautifully  toned  Seated  Liberty  Dollars 
that  we  have  ever  seen.  The  coin  has  deep  blue,  violet  and  greenish  gold  toning 
at  the  periphery  that  blends  gradually  to  a brilliant  golden  brown  center.  It  is  as 
sharply  struck  as  any  proof  could  possibly  be  and  the  deep  mirror  surfaces  have 
only  a few  insignificant  hairlines  that  are  effectively  hidden  by  the  toning.  A 
higher  quality  1868  proof  Dollar  may  exist  but  certainly  nota  more  beautiful  one. 
One  of  just  600  proofs  struck. 

This  specimen  is  the  Breen  2 variety  which  is  the  rarest  of  the  two  proof 
varieties  of  this  year.  Whether  this  fact  adds  anything  to  the  value  is  difficult  to 
say,  but  quality  and  beautiful  toning  alone  should  cause  this  magnificent  coin  to 
realize  a high  four-figure  bid.  (Color  Plate) 


1281.  1868,  Gem  Proof  65.  Another  outstandingly  beautiful  proof  of  this  date.  This  one 
is  struck  from  different  dies  than  the  preceding  lot.  The  coin  has  brilliant  mirror 
fields  that  have  only  a few  faint  hairlines  and  very  lovely  light  golden  toning. 
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1282.  1868,  Gem  Proof  65.  A third  gem  quality  proof  of  this  date.  This  one  is  the  same 
Breen  1 variety  (the  more  common  of  the  two  varieties  struck  this  year)  as  the 
preceding  lot.  The  deep  mirror  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  unhairlined  and  the 
coin  has  beautiful  natural  peripheral  toning.  Ex  Carlson-Shipkey  Collection 
(Quality  Sales,  November  1976),  Lot  1149.  (Plate) 


1283.  1872,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck,  “original”  specimen  with  full  frosty 
mint  lustre  and  attractive  natural  toning.  The  toning  is  dark  gray,  blue  and  violet 
at  the  border  and  light  golden  brown  in  the  center.  There  are  some  minor 
contact  marks  on  the  figure  of  Liberty  (barely  visible  because  of  the  toning)  but 
the  fields  are  virtually  unmarked.  A common  date  but  really  quite  difficult  to 
obtain  in  full  mint  state;  in  fact,  proofs  are  much  more  often  encountered  than 
gem  uncirculated  pieces  such  as  this  one. 

1284.  1873,  Choice  Proof  63.  Attractive  light  greenish  gold  and  violet  peripheral 
toning.  Brilliant  mirror  surfaces  that  have  a number  of  light  hairlines.  Pleasing 
overall  appearance.  One  of  600  proofs  minted.  (Plate) 


1285.  1879-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  hair  detail  over  the 
ear  and  complete  breast  feathers.  Frosty  and  very  lustrous  with  attractive  light 
natural  golden  toning.  Perfect  mintmark.  A few  tiny  bag  abrasions  on  Liberty’s 
face  but  the  fields  are  very  clean.  Should  realize  between  $4000  and  $5000. 

1286.  1879-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Well  struck  with  full  prooflike  surfaces  and 
just  a trace  of  light  golden  toning.  Perfect  mintmark.  A very  attractive  coin  with 
excellent  “eye  appeal.”  Worth  $2000  or  more.  (Plate) 
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FULLY  STRUCK  GEM  MINT  STATE  1886-0  DOLLAR 


1287.  1886-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A very  sharply  struck  specimen  with  full  hairand 
breast  feather  detail.  Lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  and  delicate  natural 
golden  toning.  A very  choice  and  desirable  specimen  in  all  respects. 

The  1886-0  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the  series  in  fully  struck,  gem 
condition.  Only  a few  comparable  quality  1886-0’s  have  appeared  on  the  market 
in  recent  years  and  we  anticipate  that  this  outstanding  specimen  will  realize  a 
high  four-figure  bid. 

1288.  1888-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  prooflike  surfaces.  Sharply  struck  and  very 
lustrous  with  attractive  light  greenish  gold  toning  at  the  border. 

1289.  1889,  Choice  Proof  63.  Frosted  head  and  devices  and  deep  mirror  surfaces. 
Attractive  light  golden  toning.  One  of  811  proofs  struck.  (Plate) 


RARE  AND  DESIRABLE  1889-CC  DOLLAR 


1290.  1889-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A frosty,  fully  struck  specimen  with  attractive 
light  golden  toning.  One  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  dates  in  the  ever 
popular  Morgan  Dollar  series.  Should  realize  close  to  five  figures. 
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1291.  1892,  Gem  Proof  65.  A brilliant,  frosted  proof  with  deep  mirror  surfaces  and  a 
trace  of  attractive  light  golden  toning.  Just  a little  softly  struck  over  Liberty’s  ear 
but  this  is  very  typical  of  1 892  proof  Dollars.  Excellent  overall  appearance;  worth 
a bid  in  excess  of  $5000.  One  of  1,245  proofs  minted. 


1292.  1893,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  natural  golden  toning  and  lustrous  mirror 
surfaces.  Softly  struck  over  Liberty’s  ear  and  on  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers  as 
are  most  known  proofs  of  this  date.  More  scarce  than  the  preceding  1892  but  this 
specimen  is  worth  a little  less  because  of  the  strike.  One  of  only  792  proofs 
minted. 


1293.  1893-S,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Prooflike  reverse  and  frosty  obverse.  A 
couple  of  tiny  obverse  rim  nicks  but  no  other  problems  or  impairments,  just  the 
friction  and  light  contact  marks  in  the  fields  one  would  naturally  expect  on  a coin 
in  this  grade.  Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  acquiring  just  a trace  of  light 
toning. 

This  is  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  Morgan  Dollar.  Only  100,000  were  struck 
and  the  date  is  in  great  demand  in  every  grade  from  Good  to  Gem  Unc.  This 
specimen  is  very  pleasing  despite  the  light  cleaning  and  it  should  realize  a high 
four-figure  bid.  Purchased  from  a famous  dealer  in  the  1940’sas  "unc.”  So  much 
for  conservative  "old  time"  grading  standards! 
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VERY  RARE  FULLY  STRUCK  GEM  1895-0  DOLLAR 


1294.  1895-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  One  of  the  most  sharply  struck 
examples  of  this  date  that  we  have  seen.  The  hair  detail  over  Liberty’s 
ear  and  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers  are  virtually  complete,  something 
that  is  almost  never  seen  on  an  1895-0.  The  coin  has  very  frosty 
surfaces  that  have  only  a few  minuscule  bagmarks.  The  reverse  is 
toned  a very  light,  even  gold  color  while  the  obverse  has  more 
irregular  gold  and  golden  brown  toning.  This  is  one  of  the  choicest 
1895-0  Dollars  to  appear  on  the  market  in  several  years  and  from  the 
all-important  standpoint  of  strike,  quite  possibly  the  finest. 

In  fully  struck  gem  condition,  the  1895-0  is  the  second  most 
valuable  date  in  the  Morgan  Dollar  series  after  the  1893-S.  In  terms  of 
rarity,  it  is  many  times  more  rare  in  this  condition  than  the  1889-CC  or 
1892-S,  the  other  two  high  priced  dates  of  the  series.  Over  the  years, 
we  have  handled  many  superb  and  gem  quality  1889-00  and  1892-S 
Dollars  but  the  number  of  gem  1895-0’s  we  have  handled  could  easily 
be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand.  One  of  the  highlight  coins  of 
this  session.

The  surfaces  are  semi-prooflike  and  have  an  abundance  of  original 
mint  lustre.  They  are  further  enhanced  by  a very  attractive  light  golden  toning. 
This  coin  is  one  of  the  choicest  examples  that  we  have  ever  offered  for  sale  at 
auction  and  one  of  the  finest  on  the  market  in  several  years.  Only  the  prooflike 
gem  Leo  Young  specimen  that  brought  $29,000  at  Auction  ’80  was  distinctly 
finer  than  this  piece.  In  our  estimation,  it  should  realize  a high  four-figure  bid, 
possibly  even  as  much  as  $10,000. 
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1296.  1896-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  excellent  strike.  The 
surfaces  have  all  their  original  mint  brilliance  and  there  is  just  a trace  of  light 
golden  toning  at  the  border.  A scarce  date  this  nice.  Easily  worth  several 
thousand  dollars.  (Plate) 

1297.  1900-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  proof  like  surfaces  and  attractive  light  golden 
toning. 

1298.  One  roll  of  1904  Dollars.  Grades  range  from  Uncirculated  60  to  Gem 
Uncirculated  65  but  almost  all  the  coins  grade  Choice  Uncirculated  63  and  all 
are  “original,”  uncleaned  coins.  Two  have  dark  obverse  toning  but  the  rest  have 
varying  degrees  of  light  natural  toning,  mostly  around  the  periphery.  Many  of 
the  coins  are  very  sharply  struck  and  lustrous  for  this  issue.  A very  high  quality 
roll  that  should  realize  a bid  in  the  $10,000  range.  20  pieces.

There  are  a couple  of  very  faint  hairlines  under  the  toning  butthe  overall 
appearance  of  this  specimen  is  simply  breathtaking.  We  don’t  recall  everseeing 
a prettier  Trade  Dollar.  One  of  only  1,097  Trade  Dollars  (all  proofs)  struck  in 
1882.

1302.  1895,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67  or  better.  This  is  an  incredible  quality 
original  set  containing  six  coins  from  One  Cent  to  One  Dollar.  The 
Cent  has  beautiful  rich  golden  toning  and  the  Nickel  has  light  blue 
and  gold  toning.  The  silver  coins  are  simply  awesome,  all  having 
matched  deep  blue,  purple  and  greenish  gold  toning.  The  most 
important  coin  in  this  set  is,  of  course,  the  Dollar,  and  we  unhesitat- 
ingly state  that  it  is  one  of  the  three  or  four  finest  1895  proof  Dollars 
that  we  have  ever  seen.

An  outstanding  example  of  this  issue  which,  in  our  opinion,  is  one  of  the  rarest 
and  most  underrated  in  the  popular  Commemorative  Half  Dollar  series.  One  of 
only  5,000  pieces  struck.

The  following  91  lots  comprise  one  of  the  largest,  highest  quality  selections  of  Gold 
Dollars  ever  offered  for  sale  at  auction.  Most  of  the  coins  come  from  one  superb  collec- 
tion that  we  assembled  for  the  consignor  over  a period  of  nearly  seven  years.  In 
assembling  the  collection,  the  objective  was  to  make  it  as  complete  as  possible  while  at 
the  same  time  not  compromising  the  quality.  The  viewer  will  be  able  to  determine  for 
himself  just  how  successful  we  were  when  he  examines  the  lots  that  follow. 

The  relatively  few  dates  that  are  not  included  in  the  collection  (1850-D,  1852-D, 
1852-0,  1855-C,  1855-0,  1856  Upright  5,  1857-0,  1857-D,  and  the  S-Mint  issues  from 
1857  to  1860)  are  omitted  from  the  group  simply  because  sufficiently  choice  examples 
were  not  available  to  us  during  the  time  that  the  collection  was  being  assembled. 
Among  the  following  91  lots,  there  are  also  a number  of  superb  quality  duplicates  that 
come  from  various  sources  other  than  the  principal  collection.  As  mentioned,  the 
selection  that  follows  is  virtually  unprecedented  in  numismatic  annals  and  certainly 
has  not  been  matched  from  the  standpoint  of  quality  by  any  other  offering  in  well  over  a 
decade.  Many  “finest  knowns”  are  included  and  we  are  certain  that  this  sale  will  be  the 
benchmark  against  which  future  Gold  Dollar  sales  are  measured. 
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1311.  1849,  Open  Wreath,  Small  Head,  No  L,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply 
struck  with  full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  beautiful  rich  greenish  gold  and  orange 
toning.  Very  rare  and  underrated.  One  of  only  1,000  pieces  struck  on  May  8, 
1849. 

In  our  opinion,  this  is  an  important  and  major  variety  that  should  be  listed  in 
the  Red  Book.  If  it  were  so  listed,  it  would  be  worth  significantly  more  than  it  is 
today  since  it  is  not  only  the  lowest  mintage  Gold  Dollar  struck  for  circulation 
but  also  one  of  the  rarest.  This  gem  specimen,  one  of  the  choicest  on  the  market 
in  recent  years,  should  realize  a high  four-figure  bid. 


1312.  1849,  Open  Wreath,  Small  Head,  With  L,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  One  of 

the  finest  Type  I Gold  Dollars  in  this  spectacular  offering.  It  is  sharply  struck 
with  superb  original  color  and  lustre  and  pristine  surfaces.  This  specimen,  as 
fine  as  any  other  example  we  have  ever  seen  of  this  variety,  should  bring  $7500 
or  more. 

Like  the  preceding  lot,  this  is  a distinct  and  major  variety  that  should  be  listed 
separately  in  the  standard  references  and  pricing  guides.  The  exact  mintage  of 
this  variety  is  unknown  but  it  was  probably  significantly  less  than  100,000  out  of 
the  total  688,567  mintage  for  1849. 

1313.  1849,  Open  Wreath,  Large  Head,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  An  attractive 
specimen  with  medium  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  This  is  the  second 
most  common  major  variety  of  this  year  and  we  estimate  that  about  one-third  of 
the  total  mintage  for  1849  was  this  variety. 

1314.  1849,  Closed  Wreath,  Choice  Uncirculated63.  A brilliant,  well  struck  example  of 
this  most  common  variety  of  1849.  Approximately  half  the  Gold  Dollar  mintage 
for  the  year  was  this  Closed  Wreath  variety. 

1315.  1849-C,  Closed  Wreath,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Cne  of  only  a few 
circulated  pieces  in  this  entire  offering  of  Gold  Dollars.  Actually,  this  specimen 
has  little  if  any  real  wear  but  the  coin’s  slightly  convex  obverse  (characteristic  to 
this  issue)  accentuates  any  rubbing  it  does  have.  The  prooflike  surfaces  have 
some  light  contact  marks  and  the  coin  has  an  attractive  light  yellow  gold  color.

1316.  1849-D,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A spectacular,  fully  struck  coin  that  ranks 
as  the  finest  1 849-D  we  have  ever  seen.  The  coin  has  superb  original  mint  lustre 
and  color  and  a prooflike  halo  around  the  head  of  Liberty  as  well  as  a prooflike 
center  on  the  reverse.  There  is  a tiny  planchet  lamination  (as  made)  on  the 
reverse  rim  above  OF.  Not  only  is  this  the  finest  example  of  this  date  that  we  have 
seen,  it  is  also  one  of  the  finest  D-Mint  Gold  Dollars  of  any  date  that  we  have 
seen.  Worth  a bid  in  excess  of  $10,000  although  in  truth  it  could  probably  not  be 
duplicated  at  any  price.

Only  215,000  were  minted  and  this 
date  is  moderately  scarce  in  any  condition.  However,  most  available  pieces  are 
Extremely  Fine  or  less  and  in  full  mint  state  this  date  is  really  quite  rare.  In  this 
gem  condition,  it  is  very  rare  and  we  have  seen  very  few  examples  of  comparable 
overall  quality.

Lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and 
uniform  light  golden  toning.  An  area  of  planchet  roughness  below  the  bust 
(resulting  from  something  adhering  to  the  die  when  the  coin  was  struck;  many 
specimens  of  this  date  have  it)  but  the  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  unmarked.

At  least  equal  in 
overall  quality  and  beauty  to  any  other  known  example  of  this  very 
scarce  date. 

Only  41,267  were  minted  of  this  issue  and  although  one  is  more 
likely  to  locate  this  date  in  mint  state  than  any  other  C-Mint  Gold 
Dollar,  it  still  must  be  considered  very  rare  In  gem  condition.

Above  average  strike  for  this  issue  although  still  a little  soft  on  Liberty’s 
hair.  This  date  is  often  lumped  together  with  the  Philadelphia  Mint  issues  as  a 
“common  date”  but  from  the  standpoint  of  both  total  number  of  pieces  available 
and  condition,  this  date  is  at  least  two  or  three  times  as  rare  as  any  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  coins  from  1851  to  1854.

1332.  1853-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Superb  lustre,  color  and  strike.  Some 
fine  raised  die  scratches  in  the  fields  as  on  all  known  specimens  but 
the  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  unmarked.  To  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  this  is  the  finest  known  1853-D  Gold  Dollar.  In  fact,  we 
have  never  seen  another  specimen  that  was  even  really  close  to  this 
one  in  terms  of  overall  quality. 

The  1853-D  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Gold  Dollars.  It  is  not  often 
available  in  any  grade  and  when  encountered,  VF  or  EF  specimens 
are  the  rule.

This  is  the  most  common  0-Mint  Gold  Dollar  but  specimens  of  this  superb 
quality  are  very  rare.  Worth  a high  four-figure  bid.  (Color  Plate) 
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1334.  1854,  Type  I,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  satiny  surfaces  and 
lovely  orange  gold  toning.  A very  attractive  and  desirable  type  coin. 


FINEST  KNOWN  1854-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 
A Sharply  Struck  Gem  Mint  State  Specimen 


1335.  1854-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  The  finest  known  example  of  this  very 
rare  and  desirable  date.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  on  an  excellent 
planchet  and  has  lustrous  light  gold  and  rose  toning.  There  are  some 
raised  die  scratches  at  several  obverse  stars  and  at  the  lower  reverse 
that  are  diagnostic  of  this  issue.  However,  the  surfaces  are  virtually 
free  of  hairlines  or  contact  marks.  Even  if  this  were  not  such  a rare 
date,  it  would  be  highly  desirable  because  of  its  excellent  quality. 

This  is  the  McNally  specimen  that  was  sold  as  Lot  577  of  NASCA’s 
December  1976  Sale.  Although  there  are  several  other  specimens  of 
this  rare  date  that  can  legitimately  be  called  “uncirculated,"  to  the 
best  of  our  knowledge,  this  Is  the  only  known  specimen  In  gem 
condition.  As  such,  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  Gold  Dollars  in  this 
collection  and  we  expect  it  to  realize  a bid  in  the  $25,000  to  $30,000 
range.

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RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1854-S  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1336.  1854-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Boldly  struck  with  very  sharp  hair,  star  and  leaf 
detail.  The  lustrous  surfaces  have  only  a fewtiny  contact  marks  and  are  covered 
with  attractive  orange  gold  toning.  Substantially  finer  than  the  example  in 
Auction  ’80  that  realized  $4250. 

Only  14,632  pieces  were  minted  and  so  this  date  is  rare,  particularly  in  this 
gem  condition.  No  more  than  three  or  four  mint  state  examples  of  the  1854-S 
have  appeared  on  the  market  in  recent  years  and  so  we  expect  considerable 
interest  in  this  lovely  specimen. 


1337.  1854,  Type  II,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  from  lightly  clashed 
dies  as  usual.  The  color  on  this  specimen  is  a particularly  appealing  greenish 
gold  and  rose  and  the  highly  lustrous  surfaces  have  only  a few  insignificant 
marks.  The  date  is  nearly  full  although  the  8 does  show  just  a little  weakness  at 
the  top.  In  great  demand  as  a type  coin  since  gem  specimens  are  seldom 
available.  Worth  a solid  five-figure  bid.  (Color  Plate) 


1338.  1855,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  pretty  light  greenish  gold  and  pale  rose  toning 
and  full  mint  lustre.  Sharply  struck  from  clashed  dies  as  usual.  The  8 in  the  date 
is  somewhat  weak  as  it  is  on  almost  all  known  specimens.  The  surfaces  are  clean 
and  virtually  unmarked.  Like  the  1854  to  which  it  is  almost  identical  in  overall 
rarity,  the  1855  is  in  great  demand  from  type  collectors  since  this  very  scarce 
type  was  only  issued  those  two  years. 
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1339.  1855,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Well  struck  with  lustrous  surfaces  and  very  pretty 
rich  golden  toning.  Lightly  clashed  dies  and  weak  (butfully  visible)  8as  usual.  A 
few  light  obverse  hairlines  but  the  reverse  isgem  quality.  Excellent“eyeappeal” 
because  of  the  beautiful  deep  toning.  Worth  a high  four-figure  bid. 


VERY  RARE  1855-D  GOLD  DOLLAR  WITH  FULL  DATE 
One  of  The  Finest  Known  Specimens 


1340.  1855-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Very  sharply  struck  from  lightly 
clashed  dies.  Full  bold  date,  something  that  is  almost  never  seen  on 
this  very  rare  issue.  Lustrous,  light  golden  toning  with  copper  and 
violet  toning  in  the  letters.  There  are  a few  light  obverse  hairlines, 
including  one  on  the  neck,  but  the  fields  and  devices  are  otherwise 
very  clean.  Excellent  quality  planchet  for  this  issue.  Overall,  the  finest 
example  of  this  very  rare  date  that  we  have  handled  in  years  and 
undoubtedly  among  the  top  half  dozen  specimens  known. 

The  1 855-D  is  undeniably  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  entire  series. 
Only  1,811  were  minted  and  we  estimate  that  no  more  than  25  to  30 
are  still  known,  almost  all  of  those  In  the  VF  to  EF  grades.  In  terms  of 
overall  rarity,  this  date  is  on  a par  with  the  1856-D  and  1861-D  and  is 
considerably  more  rare  than  the  1860-D.

Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1341.  1856-S,  Gem  Uncircuiated  65.  An  extraordinary,  fully  struck 
specimen  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  gorgeous  rich 
greenish  gold  toning.  A couple  of  very  faint  obverse  hairlines  but  the 
reverse  is  pristine  and  the  surfaces  in  general  are  notably  clean  and 
unmarked.  All  things  considered  (technical  grade,  strike,  color  and 
lustre),  this  is  the  finest  1856-S  Gold  Dollar  we  have  seen  and  a 
thorough  review  of  past  auction  records  indicates  that  it  is  the  finest 
to  appear  on  the  auction  market  in  many,  many  years. 

This  date  is  very  scarce  in  all  grades  and,  as  one  would  expect  from 
the  mintage,  much  more  scarce  than  the  1855-0,  even  though  the 
1855-0  is  missing  from  this  collection.  This  particular  specimen  is  the 
plate  coin  in  David  Akers’  book  on  U.S.  Gold  Dollars  and  it  is  also  one 
of  the  coins  pictured  on  the  front  cover.  It  is  the  variety  with  the  double 
punched  mintmark  where  the  first  S was  punched  high  and  to  the 
right  and  then  only  partially  effaced  before  the  mintmark  was 
punched  into  the  correct  position  directly  below  the  bow.  An  exciting 
and  important  coin  that  should  realize  $20,000  or  more.  (Color  Plate) 


1342.  1856,  Slanting  5,  Gem  Uncirculated65.  A well  struck  specimen  (the  lack  of  detail 
in  the  denticles  is  the  result  of  poor  dies,  not  weak  strike)  with  full  frosty  mint 
lustre  and  beautiful  deep  greenish  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  have  only  a few 
insignificant  marks  and  this  coin  is  a gem  by  the  strictest  standards. 

Although  the  mintage  of  this  date  is  high  and  it  is  readily  available  in  the  lower 
grades,  in  gem  condition  it  is  far  more  rare  than  one  might  expect.  In  fact,  it  is 
much  rarer  in  this  condition  than  any  of  the  popular  low  mintage  dates  of  the 
1880’s.  This  specimen  is  one  of  the  nicest  we  have  seen  in  the  last  few  years  and 
we  feel  that  it  should  realize  a mid  to  high  four-figure  bid.

1343.  1856-D,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  The  finest  specimen  we 
have  ever  seen  or  heard  of.  It  is  well  struck  on  an  excellent  planchet 
and  has  a partially  prooflike  obverse  and  a frosty  reverse.  The  natural 
toning  is  a very  light  orange  gold  color.  The  obverse  has  some  faint 
hairlines  in  the  fields,  but  very  little  real  wear,  and  the  reverse  is 
virtually  mint  state. 

The  1856-D  is  a major  rarity,  comparable  to  both  the  1855-D  and 
1861-D  in  terms  of  total  number  of  specimens  known.  In  my  opinion,  it 
is  very  nearly  twice  as  rare  as  the  1 860-D  and  a reasonable  estimate  of 
the  number  of  known  pieces  would  be  on  the  order  of  25  to  30.  This  is 
a very  important  coin,  not  only  to  Gold  Dollar  collectors  but  also  to 
the  Dahlonega  Mint  specialist.  Once  again,  estimating  the  value  of  a 
coin  such  as  this  is  difficult  but  it  seems  to  us  that  a bid  of  $20,000  or 
more  should  be  necessary  to  be  the  lucky  new  owner  of  this 
outstanding  coin.  (Color  Plate) 


1344.  1857,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A magnificent  coin  with  full  original  mint 
lustre  and  very  pretty  natural  greenish  gold  toning.  A bit  weak  at  some  of  the 
denticles  (due  to  weakness  in  the  dies,  not  strike)  and  softly  struck  on  the 
feathers  at  the  top  of  Liberty’s  headdress.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  show 
evidence  of  light  clashing  of  the  dies.  There  is  one  tiny  mark  on  Liberty’s  cheek 
but  the  coin  is  otherwise  absolutely  perfect.  Like  the  1856,  this  is  a relatively 
common  date  in  circulated  grades  but  in  superb  condition  such  as  this,  it  is 
really  very  rare,  much  more  so  than  any  of  the  low  mintage  dates  of  the  1880’s. 
All  things  considered,  this  coin  is  just  about  as  pretty  and  choice  as  a Gold 
Dollar  can  be!  (Color  Plate) 
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1345.  1857,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A second  gem  example  of  this  date,  more  sharply 
struck  than  the  preceding  lot.  The  coin  has  beautiful  light  golden  toning  and  is 
also  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies.  A very  nice  example  of  this  scarce  date  that 
should  realize  in  excess  of  $5000. 


1346.  1858,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  Afully  struckspecimen  with  medium  greenish  gold 
and  pale  orange  toning.  A couple  of  light  hairlines  on  the  frosty  surfaces  but 
virtually  no  contact  marks  or  abrasions  of  any  kind.  One  of  the  choicest 
examples  of  this  rare  and  underrated  date  that  we  have  seen  in  recent  years. 
Only  117,995  were  minted  and  the  1858  should  certainly  not  be  considered  a 
“common  date,”  especially  in  gem  condition  where  it  is  really  very  rare. 


1347.  1858-D,  Uncirculated  60.  A highly  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  specimen  with 
beautiful  light  golden  toning.  Superb  quality  planchet  for  a Dahlonega  Mint 
coin.  Small  planchet  depression  in  field  beneath  ED  of  UNITED  caused  by  a 
foreign  substance  adhering  to  the  obverse  die  at  the  time  of  striking.  The  date  is 
essentially  full  with  only  a slight  bit  of  weakness  on  the  5.  (On  many  examples  of 
this  rare  date  the  8 and/or  5 are  weak  or  missing  entirely.)  If  this  specimen  is  not 
the  finest  known  1858-D  Gold  Dollar,  then  it  is  certainly  among  thetopfew.  It  is, 
at  any  rate,  the  finest  that  we  have  seen  or  handled.  Ex  McNally  Collection,  Lot 
581. 

The  1858-D  is  a very  rare  date  that  isdifficult  to  obtain  in  any  condition.  A mere 
3,477  pieces  were  struck  and  we  would  be  surprised  if  more  than  100  still  exist 
today,  almost  all  of  those  in  the  VF  or  EF  grades.  Because  of  its  rarity,  excellent 
strike  and  overall  quality,  we  feel  that  this  coin  should  realize  close  to  $10,000.

1348.  1859,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  medium  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning 
Very  sharply  struck,  particularly  on  the  obverse.  The  frosty  surfaces  have 
virtually  no  marks  and  we  feel  certain  that  this  coin  would  be  called  “superb“  by 
most.  Not  quite  as  rare  overall  as  the  1858  but  similarly  difficult  to  obtain  in  gem 
condition.  Anything  but  a common  date  in  this  grade.  This  specimen  is  finer 
than  Lot  1417  of  Auction  ’80  that  realized  $5500  and  so  it  should  realize  a similar 
or  possibly  even  greater  amount. 


1349.  1859-C,  Uncirculated  60.  A very  lustrous  specimen  with  attractive  light  orange 
gold  toning.  Unusually  well  struck  for  this  typically  weak  issue  on  a better  than 
average  planchet.  Weak  at  the  denticles,  as  usual,  as  a result  of  the  poor  quality 
dies  that  were  used.  No  distinctly  finer  specimen  has  appeared  on  the  market  in 
years  and  only  a few  that  were  really  even  comparable.  This  is  a rare  date  in  all 
grades  and  the  opportunity  to  obtain  a truly  mint  state  specimen  such  as  this 
should  not  be  overlooked  by  the  Gold  Dollar  collector  or  Charlotte  Mint 
specialist.

In  itsown  right,  it  is 
an  outstanding  coin,  a gem  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  It  is  fully  struck  with 
lustrous  surfaces  and  very  pretty  light  gold  and  rose  toning. 

Only  36,668  Gold  Dollars  of  this  date  were  minted  and,  in  our  opinion,  it  is  one 
of  the  most  underrated  dates  of  the  series  in  choice  condition.  When  describing 
the  MS-60  coin  in  the  McNally  sale,  the  cataloguers  noted  that  “to  our 
knowledge  a true  Mint  State  65  1860  Gold  Dollar  does  not  exist."  That  opinion 
has  probably  been  shared  by  many  knowledgeable  people  who  have  studied  the 
Gold  Dollar  series,  at  least  until  now  when  they  have  the  unprecedented 
opportunity  to  examine  two  gem  specimens  in  the  same  sale! 


EXTREMELY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1860-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 
One  of  Only  4 or  5 Mint  State  Specimens  Known 


1353.  1860-D,  Uncirculated  60.  A lustrous,  partially  prooflike  specimen  with 
rich  golden  toning.  Weakatthe  borders  as  are  all  known  specimensto 
one  degree  or  another.  (This  weakness  is  a result  of  the  poor  quality 
dies  used  and  not  a weak  strike  since  the  coin  is  generally  quite  well 
struck.)  There  are  a few  light  hairlines  and  contact  marks  in  thefields 
but  the  overall  appearance  and  quality  of  this  coin  are  really  quite 
extraordinary  for  the  date.  This  specimen  was  formerly  in  the  Ullmer 
Sale,  Lot  342,  where  it  realized  $8500in  1974.  Priorto  that  it  was  in  the 
famous  R.  L.  Miles,  Jr.  Collection.  Of  the  specimens  that  we  have 
seen,  only  the  incomparable  Lloyd  Myers  coin  sold  by  Stack’s  in  1972 
was  distinctly  finer  than  this  one. 

The  1860-D  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  famous  dates  of  the  Gold 
Dollar  series  although,  in  our  opinion,  it  is  not  quite  as  rare  overall  as 
the  1855-D,  1856-D  or  1861-D.  Only  1 ,566  specimens  were  struck  and 
we  would  estimate  that  the  number  of  known  specimens  is  between 
40  and  50,  most  of  those  in  the  VF  to  EF  range.  This  coin  should  be  of 
great  interest  to  both  the  Gold  Dollar  collector  and  the  Dahlonega 
Mint  specialist  since  it  is  the  finest  specimen  on  the  market  in  nearly  7 
years  and  undoubtedly  one  of  the  4 or  5 finest  known  specimens  of 
this  rare  and  coveted  date.  In  our  opinion,  this  coin  should  easily 
realize  in  excess  of  $20,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1861  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1354,  1861,  Gem  Proof  65.  A sparkling  little  jewel  with  deep  mirror  surfaces  and  rich 
golden  toning.  One  faint  hairline  in  thefield  behind  Liberty’s  head  but  otherwise 
pristine.  Equal  in  quality  to  the  Garrett  specimen  that  realized  $12,500  in  the  Fall 
of  1979. 

A reported  349  proof  Gold  Dollars  were  struck  in  1861  but  most  of  them  were 
not  sold  and  were  later  melted.  As  a result,  the  1861  is  just  as  rare  in  proof  as  the 
dates  that  follow  that  have  proof  mintages  of  50  pieces  or  less.  We  doubt  if  more 
than  25  1861  proofs  are  currently  accounted  for  and  that  estimate  may  be  on  the 
high  side.  (Color  Plate) 


1355.  1861,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  light 
gold  and  rose  toning.  A very  nice  type  coin.

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EXTREMELY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1861-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 
One  of  Only  4 or  5 Mint  State  Specimens  Known 


1356.  1861-D,  Uncirculated  60.  One  of  the  most  important  and  valuable 
coins  in  this  collection.  It  is  similar  in  overall  appearance  and  quality 
to  the  1860-D  and  it  has  beautiful  golden  toning  and  partially 
proof  I ike  surfaces.  It  is  weak  at  the  borders  as  usual  (poor  dies  again) 
but  the  strike  is  generally  quite  sharp  for  this  issue  and  the  planchet  is 
of  excellent  quality.  There  are  a few  very  light  handling  marks  and 
hairlines  in  the  fields  but  there  is  no  sign  of  wear  and  no  significant 
impairments  that  occurred  after  the  coin  was  struck.  Not  the  finest 
known  example  of  this  rare  date,  but  certainly  among  the  top  4 or  5. 

Surprisingly,  there  are  two  gem  uncs  known  of  this  date.  One  was 
last  auctioned  in  the  Ullmer  Sale  ( and  more  recently  has  been  sold  at 
a high  five-figure  price)  and  the  other  is  the  gem  specimen  in  the 
Eliasberg  Collection.  One  or  two  other  specimens  generally 
comparable  to  this  one  are  also  known  but  almost  all  other  known 
examples  are  in  the  VF  to  EF  range. 

All  1861-D  Gold  Dollars  were  struck  after  the  Confederacy  had 
taken  over  the  Dahlonega  Mint  and  therefore  the  exact  mintage  is 
unknown.  However,  judging  from  the  number  of  specimens  known 
compared  to  the  number  known  of  the  1855-D,  1856-D  and  1860-D,  a 
reasonable  estimate  of  the  mintage  would  be  somewhere  between 
1,200  and  1,500  pieces,  only  25  to  30  of  which  exist  today.  With  EF  to 
AU  specimens  selling  in  the  $20,000+  range  and  the  gem  Ullmer  coin 
recently  selling  way  up  into  five  figures,  it  is  our  estimate  that  this  coin 
should  realize  a bid  in  the  vicinity  of  $30,000,  perhaps  more.  (Color 
Plate) 


1357.  1862,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Full  strike  and  attractive  medium  greenish  gold 
toning. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1863  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1358.  1863,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  light  greenish  gold  toning  and  razor  sharp 
strike.  The  frosty  surfaces  have  full  original  mint  lustre  and  the  fields  have  the 
light  die  striations  that  are  characteristic  of  this  issue;  there  are  also  a few  very 
light  hairlines.  However,  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  exceptional  and 
this  specimen  ranks  as  one  of  the  finest  that  we  have  ever  seen.  It  is  also  the 
finest  business  strike  1863  to  appear  at  auction  in  more  than  a decade. 

The  1863  is  a very  rare,  low  mintage  date.  Only  6,250  were  struck  but  even  that 
low  mintage  figure  does  not  tell  the  entire  story  of  the  rarity  of  this  date, 
particularly  in  full  mint  state.  We  have  seen  fewer  uncirculated  1863's  than  we 
have  of  any  other  Philadelphia  Mint  Gold  Dollar,  including  both  the  1865  and  the 
ultra-low  mintage  1875.  Based  on  the  almost  total  lack  of  availability  of  this  date 
in  gem  condition,  we  feel  that  there  will  be  considerable  interest  in  this  coin  and 
that  it  will  realize  a winning  bid  in  excess  of  $10,000  and  possibly  as  much  as 
$15,000.

SUPERB  AND  VERY  RARE  1864  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1359.  1864,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A very  sharply  struck  specimen  with 
lustrous  surfaces  and  lovely  light  gold  and  copper  toning.  The  surfaces  are 
pristine  and  show  only  the  light  die  striations  that  are  characteristic  of  this  issue. 
The  coin  was  struck  from  very  lightly  rusted  dies,  the  evidence  of  which  shows 
on  Liberty’s  cheek.  Without  question,  this  is  the  finest  1864  business  strike  that 
we  have  ever  seen. 

The  1864  is  a very  rare  date  in  mint  state,  although  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  1863 
or  1865.  Only  5,950  were  struck  and  it  has  been  a number  of  years  since  a true 
gem  has  appeared  at  auction.

1360.  1865,  Superb  Gem  Uncircuiated  67.  One  of  the  most  impressive  coins 
in  this  offering  from  the  standpoint  of  overall  appearance.  It  is  fully 
struck  with  a high  wire  rim  and  razor  sharp  details.  The  coin  has  light 
gold  color  and  all  of  its  full  original  mint  lustre.  It  was  struck  from 
lightly  clashed  dies  and  the  surfaces  are  absolutely  pristine  except  for 
one  tiny  and  insignificant  mark  in  front  of  the  nose  that  is  mentioned 
more  for  future  identification  than  anything  else.  An  incredible  coin 
that  will  certainly  be  one  of  the  most  hotly  contested  items  in  the 
entire  sale. 

With  only  3, 725  pieces  struck,  the  1 865  is  obviously  a very  rare  date 
in  all  grades  and,  based  on  our  experience,  it  is  the  third  rarest 
Philadelphia  Mint  Gold  Dollar  after  the  1863  and  1875.

A SECOND  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1865  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1361 . 1865,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Amazingly,  a second  gem  quality  specimen  of  this 
very  rare  date!  Like  the  preceding  lot,  this  one  is  very  sharply  struck  with  a high 
wire  rim  and  lustrous  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  This  specimen  has  light  orange 
gold  toning  and  was  also  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies  as  were  most  1865’s. 
With  the  exception  of  the  preceding  lot  and  the  superb  example  in  Auction  79, 
this  is  the  finest  mint  state  1865  Gold  Dollar  to  appear  at  auction  in  the  past 
decade. 
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1362.  1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Superb  rich  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning  and 
lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  Sharply  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies  as 
usual;  all  details  are  very  bold.  Rare  and  desirable  in  all  grades,  especially  so  in 
this  gem  condition.  One  of  only  7,130  struck.  Worth  a high  four-figure  bid. 


VERY  RARE  1867  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1363.  1867,  Choice  Proof  63.  A very  sharply  struck  specimen  with  a high  wire  rim,  full 
mirror  surfaces  and  attractive  orange  and  gold  toning.  A few  very  light  hairlines 
in  the  fields  but  no  serious  problems  or  impairments. 

This  date  is  very  rare  in  proof.  Only  50  proofs  were  struck  and  certainly  less 
than  half  of  that  number  exist  today.  This  specimen  is  more  desirable  overall 
than  the  example  in  our  1980  Grand  Central  Sale  since  it  lacks  the  edge  nicks  of 
the  latter.

Equal  in  all  respects  to  the  superb  specimen  we  sold  in 
Auction  79  and  certainly  among  the  top  rank  of  known  specimens  of  this  very 
rare  date. 
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MAGNIFICENT  1868  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1365.  1868,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  An  outstanding  coin  with  all  of  its  original 
brilliance  and  color  and  full  prooflike  surfaces  that  are  virtually  unmarked.  This 
specimen  is  equal  to  the  McNally  specimen  sold  by  NASCA  in  1976  and  is  finer 
than  any  other  mint  state  1868  Gold  Dollar  that  has  appeared  on  the  auction 
market  in  over  a decade.  It  is  the  finest  specimen  that  we  have  ever  been  privi- 
leged to  offer  for  sale  either  privately  or  at  auction.  One  of  only  10,525  minted 
and  worth  a bid  close  to  $10,000. 


1366.  1869,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lustrous  and  very  choice  with  attractive  light  gold 
and  copper  toning.  Sharply  struck.  In  our  opinion,  this  is  a very  rare  and 
underrated  date  and  it  is  our  experience  that  the  1869  is  much  more  difficult  to 
obtain  in  this  condition  than  many  other  dates  of  this  series  with  lower  mintages.

1367.  1870,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Frosty  obverse  and  wholly  prooflike 
reverse.  Rich  orange  gold  toning  and  pristine  surfaces.  A fabulous  coin  in  all 
respects  and  just  about  as  pretty  as  a Gold  Dollar  could  possibly  be.  A very  rare 
date;  only  6,335  pieces  were  struck. 
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1368.  1870,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A second  outstanding  example  of  this  very  rare 
date,  one  that  is  almost  as  choice  as  the  preceding  lot.  This  specimen  is  fully 
struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  beautiful  light  greenish  gold 
and  orange  toning.  Worth  in  excess  of  $5000. 


SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1870-S  GOLD  DOLLAR 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1369.  1870-S,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  This  is  the  non-pareil  McNally 
specimen  that  was  sold  with  his  collection  in  December  1976  and 
graded  by  the  cataloguers  as  “Borderline  MS-70.”  It  is  sharply  struck 
with  pristine,  prooflike  surfaces  and  all  of  its  original  mint  color  and 
brilliance.

It 
is  also  one  of  the  most  popular  dates  in  this  series,  due  no  doubt  to  its 
status  as  the  last  branch  mint  Gold  Dollar  as  well  as  to  the  fame  and 
notoriety  attached  to  its  sister  coin,  the  unique  1870-S  $3  Gold  piece.

Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1372.  1872,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  We  hardly  know  where  to  begin 
when  describing  the  merits  of  this  coin.  Simply  stated,  it  is  the  finest 
example  we  have  ever  seen  of  this  very  rare  and  underrated  date  (one 
of  our  favorites  in  the  entire  series)  and,  in  fact,  it  ranks  as  one  of  the 
highest  quality,  most  beautiful  Gold  Dollars  of  any  date  that  we  have 
ever  seen.  It  is  100%  fully  struck  with  deep  prooflike  surfaces  and 
breathtaking  rich  greenish  gold  toning.  Because  of  its  beauty,  rarity 
and  pristine  quality,  this  coin  is  certain  to  be  the  object  of  intense 
bidding.  In  fact,  we  predict  that  just  about  everyone  will  want  this 
coin! 

As  stated  above,  the  1872  is  one  of  our  favorite  dates  in  the  series 
and  one  of  the  most  underrated.  Only  3,530  were  struck,  a mintage 
that  is  comparable  to  a number  of  other  dates,  but  for  some  reason  the 
1872  is  almost  never  available  in  gem  condition.  Most  uncs  that  have 
appeared  on  the  market  in  the  past  decade  were  of  very  average 
overall  quality  and  only  the  Scanlon  specimen,  which  was  sold  at 
auction  in  1973  and  resold  privately  a couple  of  years  ago  for  a five- 
figure  price,  was  remotely  comparable  to  this  gem.  If  you  like  truly 
beautiful  coins,  be  sure  and  view  this  lot!  (Color  Plate) 


1373.  1873,  Closed  3,  Uncirculated  60.  Prooflike  reverse  and  semi-prooflike  obverse. 
Well  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies.  Lustrous  lightyellowgold  color.  There  are 
some  light  hairlines  and  handling  marks  in  the  fields  and  the  coin  is  weak  at  the 
87  of  the  date  as  are  all  known  business  strikes. 

This  is  one  of  the  rarest  major  varieties  of  the  entire  Gold  Dollar  series.  Only 
1,825  pieces  were  struck  and  so  the  Closed  3 is  nearly  100  times  as  rare  as  the 
Open  3 variety  of  1873!  We  have  handled  relatively  few  of  this  variety  and 
although  most  were  in  the  AU  to  Unc  range,  we  do  not  recall  ever  seeing  a 
gem  quality  specimen.  This  piece  is  similar  in  overall  quality  to  Lot  319  of 
Auction  ’80  that  realized  $5000  last  year  and  so  a mid  four-figure  bid  is  also  likely 
for  this  coin. 
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1374.  1873,  Open  3,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  greenish  gold  and  rose  toning 
Sharply  struck  with  full  frosty  mint  lustre.  (Plate) 

1375.  1873,  Open  3,  Almost  Uncirculated  50,  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning,  light 
hairlines  in  the  fields  and  dirt  in  the  letters  and  denticles;  1874,  Choice  Almost 
Uncirculated  55,  lustrous  semi-prooflike  surfaces,  attractive  orange  and 
greenish  gold  toning.  Two  pieces. 


1376.  1874,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A frosty,  “original”  specimen  with  beautiful  medium 
greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  The  variety  with  only  L of  LIBERTY  showing 
on  the  headband.  An  excellent,  high  quality  type  coin. 

1377.  1874,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Lustrous  light  greenish  gold  toning.  Some  light 
obverse  hairlines  and  two  faint  reverse  sratches. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1875  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1378.  1875,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Superb  lustre,  beautiful  light  gold  toning 
and  full  prooflike  surfaces.  Verysharplystruck  withahigh  wirerimon 
the  obverse.  A few  tiny  marks  in  the  reverse  field  remove  this  from  the 
superb  category  but  the  obverse  is  a full  Unc-67.  This  is  the  finest 
specimen  that  we  have  handled,  marginally  superior  to  the  gem  that 
realized  $21,000  in  our  session  of  Auction  ’80.  It  is  also  at  least  the 
equal  of  the  Foster  Schreeder  specimen  that  realized  $21,000  in  early 
1979,  the  only  other  true  gem  unc  on  the  market  in  well  over  a decade. 

The  1875  Gold  Dollar  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  date  in  the 
series.  A minuscule  420  pieces  were  struck  including  just  20  proofs 
and  this  low  mintage  figure  is  one  of  the  smallest  in  the  entire 
spectrum  of  U.S.  gold  coinage.  Like  most  known  specimens  this  gem 
is  virtually  indistinguishable  from  a proof  as  far  as  its  surface  texture 
is  concerned.  However,  business  strikes  were  struck  from  different 
dies  than  the  proofs  and  can  be  easily  identified  by  the  following 
characteristics:  1.  Tiny  thornlike  projection  into  the  field  from  the 
throat;  2.  Raised  die  scratches  in  the  field  by  I of  UNITED;  and,  3.  A 
closely  bunched  group  of  die  scratches  running  diagonally  under  the 
M of  AMERICA  into  the  field.  (Color  Plate) 
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1379.  1876,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Gorgeous  orange  and  gold  toning  and  highly 
lustrous,  semi-proof  I ike  surfaces  that  are  virtually  free  of  marks.  Softly  struck  on 
the  hair  curls  at  Liberty’s  forehead  and  on  the  feathers  of  the  headdress.  (This 
weak  striking  is  characteristic  of  most  business  strike  1876  Gold  Dollarsthat  we 
have  seen.)  This  is  a rare  date  that  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  in  choice  or  gem 
condition;  in  fact,  based  on  our  experience,  the  1876  is  the  second  rarest  date 
Gold  Dollar  after  1875.  We  have  seen  relatively  few  specimensofthisquality  and 
we  expect  it  to  bring  well  in  excess  of  $5000. 


1380.  1877,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck,  highly  lustrous  gem  with  full 
prooflike  surfaces  and  beautiful  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  There  are  a 
few  very  faint  hairlines  in  the  obverse  field  but  the  surfaces  have  no  contact 
marks  and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  outstanding.  A very  scarce  date, 
although  not  quite  as  rare  as  either  the  1876  or  1878.  One  of  only  3,920  pieces 
struck. 


1381 . 1878,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A very  choice  example  of  this  rare  date  that,  in  our 
opinion,  ranks  as  the  rarest  Gold  Dollar  after  1875.  Although  its  mintage  is  very 
similar  to  the  mintages  of  a number  of  other  nearby  dates,  for  some  unknown 
reason  the  1878  is  much  more  difficult  to  locate  in  gem  condition  than  the 
others.  This  specimen  is  well  struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and 
rich  orange  and  gold  toning.  It  is  as  nice  as  any  1878  we  have  seen  in  sometime. 
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1382.  1879,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Prooflike  obverse  and  frosty  reverse.  Very  sharply 
struck  and  highly  lustrous  with  beautiful  natural  greenish  gold  and  orange 
toning.  A very  scarce  and  popular  date;  only  3,030  pieces  were  minted. 


1383.  1880,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A boldly  struck,  semi-prooflike  gem  with 
lustrous,  unmarked  surfaces  and  beautiful  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning. 
One  of  the  lowest  mintage  dates  of  this  series;  only  1,636  were  struck. 
Comparable  specimens,  including  the  example  in  our  recent  Sutherland  Sale, 
have  been  bringing  in  the  $5000  to  $6000  range  at  auction,  although  we’ve  seen 
them  advertised  in  private  sales  lists  in  excess  of  $10,000. 


1384.  1880,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A second  superb  mint  state  example  of  this 
rare  and  popular  low  mintage  date.  This  specimen  is  more  proof  I ike  and  brilliant 
than  the  preceding  lot  but  is  of  the  same  overall  quality  and  thus  worth  a similar 
bid. 
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1385.  1881,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A brilliant,  wholly  proof  I ike  “first  strike”  that 
is  virtually  indistinguishable  from  a true  proof.  The  coin  is  sharply  struck  with  a 
high  wire  rim,  deep  mirror  surfaces  and  incredible  brilliance.  It  also  has  just  a 
hint  of  light  copper  toning. 

This  coin  is  from  the  famous  Leon  Lindheim  hoard  of  1881  Gold  Dollars 
that  Paramount  purchased  and  dispersed  a little  over  six  years  ago.  Of  the  54 
coins  in  the  hoard,  all  purchased  as  ‘‘proofs,  ” 46  were  business  strikes,  many  of 
them  deceptive  prooflike  specimens  such  as  this  one,  and  only  8 were  true 
proofs.  This  coin  was  the  finest  business  strike  from  that  group  and  we  don’t 
recall  ever  seeing  a finer  prooflike  specimen  of  this  date. 


1386.  1881,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A magnificent  specimen  with  pristine,  semi- 
prooflike  surfaces,  intense  lustre  and  gorgeous  greenish  gold  and  orange 
toning.  Totally  different  in  appearance  from  the  preceding  lot  but  equally  choice 
and  desirable.  A very  scarce  date,  at  least  as  rare,  in  fact,  as  the  lower  mintage 
1879  and  1880.  Should  realize  in  excess  of  $5000. 


1387.  1882,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Similar  in  overall  appearance  and  quality  to 
the  immediately  preceding  1881.  It  is  fully  struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike 
surfaces  and  beautiful  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  Thesecond  rarestdate 
of  the  1880’s  after  the  1884. 
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1388.  1883,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A very  sharply  struck,  pristine  specimen 
with  satiny  surfaces  and  lustrous  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  A fantastic 
gem! 


1389.  1883,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  attractive  medium  greenish  gold  toning. 
Boldly  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces.  A few  faint  hairlines  on  the  reverse 
but  otherwise  very  similar  in  overall  quality  to  the  preceding  lot.  Worth  a bid  in 
the  $4000+  range. 


1390.  1884,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  100%  fully  struck  from  clashed  dies.  The 
coin  has  all  of  its  original  mint  brilliance  and  color  and  the  surfaces  are  wholly 
prooflike  and  even  have  the  “orange  peel”  texture  that  is  characteristic  of  proofs. 
However,  in  our  opinion,  this  specimen  is  not  a proof  but  rather  one  of  the  most 
deceptive  first  strike  uncs  that  we  have  ever  seen.  That  said,  there  will  still  be 
those  knowledgeable  viewers  who  do  consider  it  a proof  and  it  should  be  noted 
that  the  consignor  purchased  it  as  such.  This  date  is  an  underrated  one  and  we 
consider  it  to  be  the  rarest  Gold  Dollar  of  the  1880’s. 
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1391.  1884,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Another  fantastic  quality  example  of  this 
rare  date.  It  also  is  fully  prooflike  although  not  nearly  as  deceptive  as  the 
preceding  lot.  The  coin  is  fully  struck  and  has  pristine  surfaces  that  are  covered 
with  delicate  orange  toning. 


1392.  1885,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Virtually  flawless,  semi-prooflike  surfaces 
and  very  attractive  light  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  A bit  softly  struck  on 
the  feathers  of  the  headdress.  In  assembling  this  collection,  this  was  the  last 
date  in  the  1880’s  that  we  obtained  because  although  we  had  the  opportunity  to 
buy  any  number  of  uncirculated  1885  Gold  Dollars,  this  was  the  only  truly 
superb  one  that  we  encountered  in  several  years  of  looking. 


1393.  1886,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Splendid  light  greenish  gold  and  orange 
toning.  Sharply  struck  and  highly  lustrous  with  pristine,  satiny  surfaces.  A finer 
1886  Gold  Dollar  would  be  difficult  to  imagine. 


1394.  1887,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A frosty,  sharply  struck  specimen  with  light 
greenish  gold  toning.  Scarce:  one  of  only  8,543  struck. 
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1395.  1887,  Uncirculated  60,  greenish  gold  toning:  1888,  Uncirculated  60,  greenish 
gold  and  pale  orange  toning,  verdigris  at  several  letters  and  denticles.  Two 
pieces. 


1396.  1888,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Full  prooflike  surfaces  and  razor  sharp 
strike.  Obtained  by  the  consignor  as  a proof  and  virtually  indistinguishable  from 
one.  The  surfaces  of  this  specimen  are  essentially  flawless  and  the  rich  golden 
toning  is  particularly  appealing.  Certainly  not  the  rarest  Gold  Dollar  in  this 
offering  but  definitely  one  of  the  finest  from  the  standpoint  of  overall  quality  and 
beauty. 


1397.  1888,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Struck  from  the  same  dies  as  the  preceding  lot  and 
very  nearly  as  choice.  It  is  removed  from  the  superb  category  only  by  afewfaint 
hairlines.  The  coin  is  extremely  well  struck  with  full  mirror  surfaces  and  rich 
golden  toning.  It  is  such  a deceptive  first  strike  that  one  can  easily  understand 
why  such  specimens  as  this  and  the  preceding  lot  have  invariably  been 
catalogued  and  sold  in  the  past  as  “proofs.” 

1398.  1888,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck,  frosty  specimen  with  medium 
greenish  gold  and  pale  orange  toning.  (Plate) 


1399.  1889,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Very  sharply  struck  with  attractive  greenish 
gold  and  orange  toning.  The  frosty  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  free  of  marks.  A 
lovely  example  of  this  final  year  of  the  Gold  Dollar  denomination. 

1400.  1889,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lustrous,  light  greenish  gold  toning.  Sharply 
struck;  full  mint  frost.  (Plate) 
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1401.  1889,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Light  greenish  gold  toning  and  several  copper 
spots.  A frosty,  well  struck  specimen.  (Plate) 


U.S.  QUARTER  EAGLES  ($2V2  GOLD) 


1402.  1796,  Stars  On  Obverse,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Harshly  cleaned  at  one  time  and 
now  a light  greenish  gold  color.  There  is  still  some  corrosion  around  the  legend, 
stars  and  devices  and  the  surfaces  have  numerous  light  hairlines.  There  is  also 
one  gouge  in  the  field  behind  Liberty’s  head.  Despite  the  cleaning,  the  overall 
appearance  of  this  coin  is  not  all  that  bad  and  it  is  still  highly  desirable  due  to  its 
great  rarity.  Only  432  were  struck,  one  of  the  lowest  mintages  of  any  regular 
issue  U.S.  Gold  coin,  and  we  estimate  that  no  more  than  20to  25  still  existtoday. 


GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1834  NO  MOTTO  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1403.  1834,  No  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Large  Head  variety.  A lustrous,  sharply 
struck  specimen  with  rich  greenish  gold  and  pale  orange  toning  and  full 
proof  like  fields.  The  surfaces  of  this  specimen  are  very  clean  and  unmarked  and 
the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  outstanding. 

This  short-lived  type  was  only  issued  from  1834  to  1839.  The  1834  is  one  of  the 
more  common  dates  of  the  type,  even  though  only  112,234  were  struck.  Choice 
mint  state  examples  are  occasionally  available  but  they  are  always  in  great 
demand  by  type  collectors.  This  specimen  is  the  finest  1834  we  have  handled  in 
several  years  and  it  would  fit  nicely  into  any  high  quality  type  set  or  investment 
portfolio.  In  our  opinion,  it  should  realize  a bid  in  the  $10,000  range.  (Color 
Plate) 
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1404.  1848-D,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  A very  sharply  struck,  fully  lustrous 
specimen  with  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  light  gold  and  copper  toning.  A 
scarce  date  in  all  grades  and  decidedly  rare  this  choice.  One  of  the  half  dozen 
finest  examples  of  this  date  that  we  have  ever  seen.  Only  13,771  were  minted. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1854-S  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1405.  1854-S,  Very  Good  8,  Well  worn  but  with  no  serious  problems.  Light 
yellow  gold  color  with  some  dirt  in  the  letters  and  devices.  Several  tiny 
edge  nicks.  Despite  the  considerable  wear,  this  coin  is  still  a present- 
able and  desirable  example  of  this  famous  rarity. 

The  1854-S  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  U.S.  Gold  Coins; 
its  low  mintage  of  only  246  pieces  is  the  third  lowest  of  any  regularly 
issued  U.S.  Gold  Coin.  (Only  the  1875  Eagle  and  Half  Eagle  have 
lower  mintages.)  All  of  the  12  to  15  known  specimens  are  low  grade 
and  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  date  is  unknown  in  EF  or  better. 
The  1854-S  has  been  considered  a major  rarity  for  nearly  a century 
and  specimens  were  realizing  very  high  prices  when  many  of  today’s 
most  popular  high  priced  coins  were  bringing  mere  pittances  by 
comparison.  For  example,  the  “Fine”  specimen  in  the  Wolf  son  Sale 
(from  the  plate  it  appears  almost  identical  to  this  coin)  realized  $3500 
in  1962.  This  was  one  of  the  higher  prices  in  the  entire  sale,  the  same 
price  realized  by  a proof  1863  Quarter  Eagle  and  an  uncirculated  1828 
Half  Eagle  among  others.  However,  in  today’s  market,  quality  plays  a 
far  more  dominant  role  than  rarity  and  so  low  grade  rarities  such  as 
this  one  have  not  kept  pace  price-wise  with  superior  quality  examples 
of  more  common  issues.  In  our  opinion,  this  coin,  one  of  the  greatest 
rarities  in  U.S.  numismatics,  should  realize  between  $8000  and 
$10,000. 
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1406.  1862,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies. 
Beautiful  light  greenish  gold  and  pale  orange  toning.  Highly  lustrous  surfaces 
that  have  only  a few  faint  hairlines  and  contact  marks.  This  date  is  very  rare  and 
underrated,  especially  in  high  grade,  and  we  have  actually  seen  as  many  proofs 
of  this  date  as  we  have  choice  business  strikes.  Worth  a bid  in  the  $3000  to  $4000 
range. 

1407.  1878-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Full  prooflike  surfaces;  lightgreenish  gold  and 
copper  toning.  Not  a particularly  rare  date  but  rather  scarce  in  choice  mint  state. 
Worth  in  excess  of  $1000. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1881  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1408.  1881,  Gem  Proof  65.  Rich  orange  gold  toning  and  deep  mirror  sur- 
faces. There  are  several  faint  hairlines  in  thefields  butthe  coin  has  no 
impairments  or  problems  and  it  is  a gem  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  It 
is  the  equal  of  the  gem  proof  we  sold  in  our  Hamilton  Sale  in  early 
1979  and  superior  to  any  other  proof  on  the  market  since  that  time, 
including  the  Proof-60  coin  that  realized  $12,500  at  a NERCA  sale  in 
July  1980. 

This  is  a very  popular  and  rare  date  with  one  of  the  lowest  mintages 
in  the  entire  $2^2  series.  Only  691  total  pieces  were  struck  including 
just  51  proofs.  The  $3  gold  piece  of  the  same  date  had  a similar 
mintage  in  proof  (54 ) but  it  has  been  our  experience  that  the  Quarter 
Eagle  is  slightly  more  difficult  to  obtain  although  it  has  not  reached 
the  same  price  level  as  the  $3  issue.  This  lovely  proof  embodies  both 
quality  and  rarity  and  it  should  realize  a bid  in  the  $12,000-$15,000 
range.  (Color  Plate) 
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SUPERB  AND  VERY  RARE  1884  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1409.  1884,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A magnificent,  virtually  flawless  gem 
proof  with  lustrous,  mirror  fields  and  deep  orange  gold  toning.  We 
have  not  seen  another  1884  proof  offered  at  auction  in  several  years 
and  over  the  past  decade  we  have  handled  no  more  than  two  or  three 
others,  none  superior  to  this  specimen.  This  is  a very  rare  date;  only 
73  proofs  were  struck  out  of  a total  mintage  of  2,023  pieces  and  we 
estimate  that  just  25  to  30  proofs  still  exist  today.  In  our  opinion,  this 
richly  toned,  superb  proof  should  realize  at  least  $12,000.  (Color 
Plate) 


1410.  1885,  Uncirculated  60.  A most  attractive  example  of  this  rare,  low  mintage  date. 
It  is  sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  beautiful  light 
greenish  gold  and  rose  toning.  There aresome  light  hairlinesand  contact  marks 
on  the  surfaces  but  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  excellent.  This  is  one  of 
only  nine  Quarter  Eagles  with  a regular  mintage  less  than  1,000  pieces;  a mere 
887  were  struck. 


1411.  1893,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck  specimen  with  lustrous,  relatively 
unmarked  surfaces  and  superb,  rich  greenish  gold  toning.  An  exceptional 
example  of  this  moderately  scarce  date. 
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RARE  1894  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1412.  1894,  Gem  Proof  65.  Brilliant  mirror  fields  and  rich  golden  toning.  One  tiny  mark 
on  Liberty’s  face  but  the  surfaces  are  virtually  free  of  hairlines  or  other 
impairments.  A rare  date  in  proof;  only  122  were  minted. 


SUPERB  PROOF  1899  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1413.  1899,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  The  most  impressive  thing  about  this  proof  is  its 
extraordinary,  rich  golden  color.  Also,  the  surfaces  are  pristine,  entirely  free  of 
hairlines  or  other  impairments.  Overall,  this  is  one  of  the  prettiest  proof  Quarter 
Eagles  we  have  seen  in  some  time.  One  of  only  150  proofs  minted  and  worth  a 
bid  close  to  $10,000.  (Color  Plate) 

1414.  1899,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A splendid  type  coin  with  beautiful  orange  toning. 
Sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces. 


GEM  PROOF  1900  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1415.  1900,  Gem  Proof  65.  A brilliant,  sharply  struck  proof  with  frosted  head  and 
devices,  deep  mirror  fields  and  high  wire  rim.  The  coin  hasall  of  itsoriginal  mint 
brilliance  and  color  and  only  a couple  of  insignificant  hairlines.  One  of  205 
proofs  minted.  Worth  a bid  in  the  $8000-$9000  range. 
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1416.  1911,  Gem  Proof  65.  Free  of  hairlines  or  highlights  but  there  is  a discoloration  in 
the  area  of  the  date  and  a prominent  copper  stain  on  the  11.  The  reverse  is 
pristine.  Only  191  proofs  minted. 


1417.  1911-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  sharply  struck  with  attractive  light 
greenish  gold  color.  Well  defined  mintmark.  Some  light  hairlines  and  burnishing 
on  Indian’s  face  and  in  the  field  along  the  profile.  Overall,  an  attractive  and 
desirable  example  of  this  date  which  is  by  far  the  rarest  of  the  Indian  Head  Type. 
Worth  $5000+. 


1418.  1914,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A well  struck,  lustrous  specimen  with  beautiful 
natural  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  This  is  the  second  rarest  date  of  this 
series,  far  more  rare  than  any  other  of  the  type  except  the  1911-D,  and  in  this 
gem  condition,  it  is  actually  just  as  rare  as  the  much  higher  priced  1911-D.

Worth  in  excess  of  $1000.

VERY  RARE  AND  POPULAR 
1879  FLOWING  HAIR  STELLA 


1420.  1879,  Flowing  Hair,  Gem  Proof  65.  108  grains.  Brilliant,  mirror  fields 
and  beautiful  light  golden  toning.  A bit  softly  struck  on  the  hair 
around  Liberty’s  face  as  usual.  The  coin  also  has  the  typical  light  die 
striations  at  the  forehead.  The  obverse  has  only  a few  very  faint  hair- 
lines, certainly  not  enough  to  remove  the  coin  from  the  gem  class,  and 
the  reverse  is  absolutely  superb.  Slightly  finer  than  the  specimen  in 
Superior’s  session  of  Auction  ’80  that  realized  $57,500  last  year  and  at 
least  the  equal  of  the  specimen  in  RARCOA’s  session  that  brought 
$55,000. 

The  $4  Gold  Piece  or  Stella  is  technically  a pattern,  but  all  four 
dates  and  varieties  of  this  denomination  are  generally  collected  as 
part  of  the  regular  U.S.  gold  series.  This  1879  Flowing  Hair  variety  is 
the  most  common  of  the  four  Stellas;  415  were  minted,  15  in  1879  and 
an  additional  400  in  early  1880.  This  specimen  is  one  of  the  later  400 
pieces  which  are  generally  referred  to  as  “restrikes.”  They  were 
officially  offered  to  members  of  the  Congress  and  personal  or 
political  friends  at  the  production  cost  of  $6.50.  Quite  a furor  was 
raised  by  coin  collectors  and  dealers  when  they  learned  of  this  and 
considerable  letter  writing  and  publicity  ensued.  S.  K.  Harzfeld,  a 
dealer,  also  learned  in  an  interview  with  Superintendent  A.  L. 
Snowden,  that  150  of  the  415  pieces  struck  were  still  in  the  vault  at  the 
Mint  as  late  as  October  1880.  This  beautiful  Flowing  Hair  design  was 
created  by  Charles  E.  Barber  and  was  an  almost  exact  copy  of  a 
pattern  Half  Eagle  (J-1574)  designed  by  his  father,  William  Barber, 
the  preceding  year.  Without  question,  it  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of 
all  U.S.  gold  coins  and,  although  certainly  many  other  gold  coins  are 
more  rare  than  this  one,  few  others  are  more  popular  and  desirable. 
One  of  the  highlight  coins  of  this  session.  (Color  Plate)

U.S.  HALF  EAGLES  ($5  GOLD) 


RARE  1795  SMALL  EAGLE  $5 


1421.  1795,  Small  Eagle,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  A beautiful  and 
impressive  example  of  this  rare  and  popular  first  year  of  issue  of  the 
Small  EagleType.  It  is  very  sharply  struckand  perfectly  centered.  The 
fieldsare  mostly  prooflike  and  theentire  coin  has  a beautiful  greenish 
gold  color.  There  is  one  tiny  rim  abrasion  above  O in  OF  on  the 
reverse  and  the  coin  also  has  some  light  friction  and  minor  handling 
marks  in  the  fields.  All  things  considered,  this  is  the  finest  specimen 
we  have  handled  in  several  years.  In  particular,  it  is  finer  than  the 
specimen  in  our  1980  Grand  Central  Sale  that  realized  $20,000  and  it 
is  also  more  choice  than  either  of  the  two  specimens  in  Auction  ’80 
that  realized  $20,000  and  $25,000  respectively.  (Color  Plate) 


1422.  1800,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered. 
Lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  beautiful  greenish  gold  toning.  This 
would  be  an  outstanding  type  coin  if  it  were  not  for  one  deep  scratch  from 
Liberty’s  chin  to  the  tip  of  the  bust.  Ex  1956  ANA  Sale,  Lot  1804. 


1423.  1806,  Round  Top  6,  Uncirculated  60.  Semi-prooflike  obverse  and  frosty  reverse. 
Very  lustrous,  greenish  gold  toning  with  a trace  of  copper  toning  at  the  border. 
Some  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  as  well  as  one  scratch  in  Liberty’s  hair 
and  two  parallel  vertical  scratches  below  the  eagle’s  right  (viewer’s  left)  wing.  A 
very  pleasing,  early  U.S.  Half  Eagle  that  should  realize  a high  four-figure  bid. 
(Color  Plate) 
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1424.  1806,  Round  Top  6,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  A generally  well  struck 
specimen  despite  a trace  of  softness  where  the  eagle’s  wings  join  the  shield. 
Attractive  medium  greenish  gold  toning  with  a tint  of  orange.  A few  light  obverse 
hairlines  and  several  tiny  rim  nicks.  Purchased  from  a major  West  Coast  dealer 
as  “Choice  BU’’  but,  although  not  really  mint  state,  this  is  still  a very  attractive 
and  desirable  example  of  this  type.  Worth  a bid  in  the  $6000  range. 

1425.  1808,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Attractive  light  greenish  gold  toning.  A well  struck 
specimen  with  evidence  of  die  clashing  on  the  reverse.  The  usual  contact  marks 
on  the  surfaces  that  one  would  naturally  expect  from  a gold  coin  in  this  grade 
but  no  serious  problems  or  impairments.  A nice  type  coin  that  should  realize  in 
excess  of  $2500.  (Plate) 


EXCESSIVELY  RARE  1810  SMALL  DATE,  SMALL  5 HALF  EAGLE 
One  of  Only  4 or  5 Specimens  Known 


1426.  1810,  Small  Date,  Small  5,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  A fully  struck,  well  centered 
specimen  that  has  absolutely  no  wear  but  unfortunately  the  entire  surface  of  the 
coin  has  been  worked  on  to  remove  initials  that  were  cut  into  the  obverse  field. 
From  the  standpoint  of  wear  (or  more  correctly,  lack  of  wear),  this  is  the  finest 
known  example  of  this  major  rarity.  It  is  the  plate  coin  in  David  Akers’  book  on 
U.S.  Half  Eagles  and  it  was  also  Lot  llOof  the  Cicero  Collection  Sale  conducted 
by  New  Netherlands  Coin  Co.  in  1960  and,  later.  Lot  761  of  the  Kreisberg- 
Schulman-Cohen  10th  Anniversary  Sale  of  April  1967.  It  was  this  specimen  and 
the  55th  New  Netherlands  Sale  that  first  really  publicized  the  rarity  of  this 
variety.  It  is  truly  a shame  that  this  coin  was  first  damaged  (by  some  vandal  as 
New  Netherlands  aptly  put  it)  and  then  repaired  for  without  the  damage  and 
subsequent  repair,  this  specimen  would  certainly  be  one  of  the  most  important 
of  all  U.S.  gold  coins. 

The  1810  Small  Date,  Small  5 Half  Eagle,  is  one  of  the  great  rarities  of  the 
entire  $5  series.  There  are  only  4 or  5 specimens  known  at  the  present  time  and 
the  EF-40  (but  undamaged)  specimen  we  sold  as  part  of  a complete  1810  Half 
Eagle  set  in  Auction  '80  is  the  only  other  example  that  has  appeared  at  auction 
since  the  Miles  coin  in  1968.  (Color  Plate) 
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1427.  1818,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Light  greenish  gold  toning  and  sharp  strike.  Some  digs 
in  the  field  above  the  eagle’s  right  (viewer’s  left)  wing,  but  relatively  few  other 
handling  marks  or  abrasions.  An  attractive  example  of  this  very  scarce  type. 


VERY  RARE  1821  HALF  EAGLE 


1428.  1821,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  A very  sharply  struck  specimen  with 
semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  medium  greenish  gold  and  orange 
toning.  No  serious  impairments  or  problems,  just  the  light  friction  and 
handling  marks  in  the  field  that  are  normal  for  the  grade. 

The  1821  is  one  of  the  many  rarities  of  this  type.  It  is  more  rare  than 
the  1823,  1 825  or  1 826  and  we  estimate  that  the  total  number  known  is 
only  25  to  30  pieces.  This  specimen,  purchased  many  years  ago  from 
Lester  Merkin,  is  very  attractive  and  should  realize  a bid  in  excess  of 
$10,000. 


1429.  1846-D,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Exceptionally  well  struck  with  lustrous 
semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  rich  greenish  gold  toning.  The  variety  with  the 
double  punched  mintmark.  A rare  date  in  this  grade,  comparable  overall  to  the 
1843-D,  1844-D  and  1845-D.  Worth  several  thousand  dollars. 
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1430.  1849-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Lustrous,  light  yellow  gold  color,  semi- 
prooflike surfaces  and  above  average  strike.  A rare  date  that  is  very  difficult  to 
find  in  this  condition.  (Plate) 

1431.  1856-0,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Medium  golden  toning  and  full  prooflike 
surfaces.  Sharply  struck.  Unavailable  significantly  finer.  One  of  only  10,000 
pieces  minted.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1860-C  HALF  EAGLE 


1432.  1860-C,  Uncirculated  60.  Attractive,  light  orange  gold  toning  and  lustrous,  semi- 
prooflike surfaces.  The  obverse  is  well  struck  as  usual  while  the  reverse  has  the 
characteristic  weakness  that  resulted  from  the  use  of  faulty  dies.  (All  1860-C 
Half  Eagles  have  this  same  weak  reverse.)  There  is  some  planchet  roughness  in 
the  obverse  field  but,  once  again,  this  is  typical  of  most  1860-C  Half  Eagles.  This 
is  the  finest  1 860-C  Half  Eagle  that  we  have  ever  handled  and  one  of  only  a few 
true  mint  state  specimens  that  we  have  seen.  It  was  used  as  the  plate  coin  for 
David  Akers’  book  on  U.S.  Half  Eagles.  The  marginally  finer  Robison  specimen 
brought  $6000  in  February  1979  and  so  this  specimen  should  easily  top  the 
$5000  mark  today. 


VERY  RARE  1890  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


1433.  1890,  Choice  Proof  63.  A beautiful  coin  with  frosted  head  and  devices,  mirror 
fields  and  lovely,  light  orange  gold  toning.  The  reverse  is  of  gem,  possibly  even 
superb,  quality  but  the  obverse  has  a number  of  lighthairlinesinthefieldas  well 
as  one  tiny  contact  mark  by  the  nose.  The  arm’s  length  appearance  of  this 
specimen  is  really  excellent. 

The  1890  Half  Eagle  is  a very  rare  date  even  as  a business  strike.  Only  4,328 
were  struck,  a figure  which  included  just  88  proofs.  This  is  the  first  proof  to 
appear  at  auction  since  the  specimen  in  Stack’s  April  1978  Sale  and  we  feel  that 
it  should  easily  realize  in  excess  of  $10,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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1434.  1898-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous;  superb  orange 
toning.  Rather  scarce  in  this  grade. 

1435.  1899-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A well  struck  specimen  with  light  gold  and 
orange  toning.  Similar  in  rarity  to  the  1898-S  and  substantially  more  rare  than 
the  ‘‘common  dates”  of  the  series  in  this  choice  condition. 


RARE  GEM  PROOF  1908  HALF  EAGLE 


1436.  1908,  Gem  Proof  65.  A very  choice  specimen  with  the  rich  olive  and 
gold  color  that  is  characteristic  of  this  first  year  of  issue.  There  are  no 
highlights  or  abrasions  on  the  coin  but  there  are  a few  very  light 
obverse  hairlines,  including  two  faint  ones  across  the  Indian’s  cheek. 
There  are  also  several  pinpoint  red  spots  on  the  reverse  at  WE 
TRUST.  Rare,  as  are  all  matte  proof  Indian  Head  Half  Eagles.  Only  167 
were  minted,  and  certainly  no  more  than  50-60  still  exist.  (Color  Plate) 


1437.  1913-S,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  with  excellent  lustre  and  color.  The 
mintmark  is  more  sharply  defined  than  usual.  This  is  a rare  date  in  strictly 
uncirculated  condition.  (Plate) 


RARE  1929  HALF  EAGLE 


1438.  1929,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A very  sharply  struck  specimen  with  full  original 
mint  lustre  and  beautiful  light  greenish  gold  toning.  There  are  some  very  light 
handling  marks  in  the  fields  but  the  overall  appearance  of  this  coin  is  truly 
excellent. 

The  1929  Half  Eagle  is  not  a low  mintage  date  since  662,000  pieces  were 
struck.  However,  almost  all  of  the  mintage  was  melted  and  never  released  and  it 
is  our  estimate  that  only  150  to  200  pieces  still  exist  today  making  the  1929  the 
rarest  date  of  this  type  from  the  standpoint  of  total  number  of  pieces  known.  This 
specimen  is  one  of  the  nicer  examples  on  the  market  in  recent  years  and  it 
should  realize  a bid  in  the  $12,000  to  $15,000  range.

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RARE  AND  POPULAR  1795  EAGLE 


1439.  1795,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Thirteen  leaves  below  eagle.  Sharply  struck  and 
perfectly  centered.  Full  prooflike  surfaces  and  attractive  light  greenish  gold  and 
orange  toning.  A splendid  example  of  this  first  year  of  issue  of  the  Eagle 
denomination. 

All  three  Small  Eagle  $10  gold  pieces  are  rare  and  very  desirable.  Only  5,583 
were  minted  in  1795  and  although  an  exact  count  of  the  extant  population  is 
impossible,  it  is  our  estimate  that  only  250-300  examples  exist  in  all  grades.  This 
specimen  is  very  pleasing  and  should  realize  a bid  in  the  $25,000  to  $30,000 
range.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1797  SMALL  EAGLE  $10 


1440.  1797,  Small  Eagle,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Full  prooflike  surfaces 
that  have  only  a few  light  hairlines  and  handling  marks.  Very  sharply 
struck  and  perfectly  centered.  The  coin  has  attractive  light  greenish 
gold  toning  with  darker  golden  toning  in  the  letters  and  around  the 
devices.  There  are  a few  barely  noticeable  Mint  made  adjustment 
marks  on  the  reverse  rim.  A most  attractive  example  of  this  very  rare 
issu6. 

The  1797  is  the  last  and  rarest  of  the  three  Small  Eagle  $10  gold 
pieces.  Based  on  its  number  of  appearances  at  auction  and  on  our 
own  experience,  we  rate  this  coin  approximately  twice  as  rare  as  the 
1 796  and  almost  four  times  as  rare  as  the  1 795.  We  would  be  surprised 
if  more  than  75-100  still  exist  today,  putting  this  underrated  rarity  on  a 
par  with  the  much  higher  priced  1794  Silver  Dollar.  From  an  overall 
quality  standpoint,  this  specimen  is  finer  than  Lot  1463  of  Auction  '80 
that  brought  $27,000  and  so  we  expect  it  to  realize  a bid  in  the  $30,000 
range.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  1798/7  EAGLE 


1441  1798,  8 over  7,  9 Stars  Left,  4 Stars  Right,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Cleaned  at  one  time 
and  now  toning  a medium  golden  color.  Numerous  marks  on  the  obverse  as  well 
as  a number  of  light  hairlines.  The  coin  is  sharply  struck  and  well  centered  and, 
despite  the  cleaning,  quite  attractive. 

This  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  the  early  Eagles  and,  in  fact,  one  of  the  rarest  Issues 
in  the  entire  Eagle  series  from  the  standpoint  of  total  number  of  specimens 
known.  Only  900  pieces  were  minted  and  today  the  coin  is  comparable  in  overall 
rarity  to  the  1797  Small  Eagle,  although  it  is  a more  famous  and  popular  date 
than  the  latter. 


1442.  1803,  Aimost  Uncirculated  50.  Small  Reverse  Stars  variety.  Full  prooflike 
surfaces  and  light  yellow  gold  toning.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Some 
light  Mint  made  adjustment  marks  on  the  obverse  rim  between  6 and  8 o’clock  as 
well  as  a multitude  of  tiny  scratches  on  Liberty’s  face,  hair  and  turban.  Despite 
the  scratches,  quite  attractive  overall  and  still  worth  a high  four-figure  bid. 
(Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1891  PROOF  EAGLE 


1443.  1891,  Choice  Proof  63.  Sharply  struck  with  a square  edge;  frosted  head  and 
devices  and  mirror-like  surfaces  that  have  the  orange  peel  texture  that  is 
characteristic  of  19th  Century  U.S.  gold  proofs.  Very  brilliant  with  pale  yellow 
gold  toning.  There  are  a number  of  light  hairlines  in  the  fields  but  no  serious 
impairments  or  abrasions. 

In  proof,  the  1891  Eagle  is  the  second  rarest  date  after  1884,  only  slightly  less 
rare  than  the  more  publicized  1 889.  A mere  48  proofs  were  struck  and  we  doubt  if 
more  than  15  are  extant.  In  our  opinion,  this  specimen  is  finer  than  either  the 
Garrett  coin  which  realized  $20,000  last  Fall  or  the  Lighthouse  Collection  Sale- 
1976  ANA  specimen,  the  only  other  two  examples  of  this  proof  to  appear  at 
auction  in  the  past  decade.  This  specimen  was  formerly  in  Kagin’s  1979  NASC 
Sale,  Lot  1320.  (Color  Plate) 
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RARE  1907  WIRE  EDGE  EAGLE 


1 444.  1907,  Indian  Head,  Wire  Edge,  Periods,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67. 

A magnificent  specimen  with  superb  satiny  surfaces  and  beautiful 
greenish  gold  toning.  The  fields  have  the  many  raised  die  scratches 
and  swirls  that  are  characteristic  of  this  issue.  There  are  only  a few 
insignificant  marks  on  the  rims  and  surfaces  and  this  specimen 
certainly  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  that  we  have  had  the  privilege 
of  offering  forsaleeitherprivatelyoratauction.  In  particular,  itisfiner 
than  the  Garrett  specimen  at  $20,000  which  had  a noticeable  scuff  on 
the  face  and  it  is  also  superior  to  either  of  the  two  specimens  in  the 
Gainsborough  Sale  last  Fall  that  realized  $20,000  and  $22,500 
respectively. 

The  1907  Wire  Edge  Eagle  is  technically  a pattern  (Judd  1774)  since 
only  a small  number  (500  pieces  according  to  a letter  from  Henry 
Chapman  to  John  Work  Garrett  in  February  of  1908)  were  struck  to 
see  the  final  product  of  Saint-Gaudens’  original  Indian  Head  design. 
None  were  intended  for  or  released  into  circulation.  Despite  its 
pattern  status,  the  1907  Wire  Edge  Eagle  is  universally  collected 
along  with  the  regular  issues  of  the  Indian  Head  type.  Of  the  original 
500  pieces  struck,  perhaps  50%  to  60%  still  exist  today. 

Note:  We  have  called  this  coin  “uncirculated”  but  whether  or  not 
Wire  Edge  Eagles  technically  qualify  as  proofs  or  as  uncirculated 
pieces  is  impossible  to  tell  for  certain.  Based  on  the  circumstances  of 
their  striking  and  their  overall  appearance,  it  is  likely  that  all  500  were 
proofs  but  historical  convention  has  generally  classified  them  as  uncs 
and  we  have  followed  suit  for  cataloguing  purposes.  (Color  Plate) 
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SUPERB  AND  VERY  RARE 
1907  ROLLED  EDGE  EAGLE 


1445.  1907,  Indian  Head,  Rolled  Edge,  Periods,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated 

67.  A pristine  specimen  with  flawless  surfaces  and  rims  and 
magnificent  greenish  gold  and  pale  rose  toning.  The  raised  die 
scratches  characteristic  of  this  issue  are  in  abundance  on  both  the 
obverse  and  reverse.  This  specimen  is  equal  to  any  in  existence  and  it 
would  be  virtually  impossible  to  improve  upon  in  any  respect.  It  is  at 
least  as  choice  as  the  Garrett  specimen  that  realized  $60,000  last  Fall 
and  it  is  also  as  fine  as  the  gem  in  the  Gainsborough  Collection  that 
brought  $65,000.  It  is  one  of  the  highlights  of  our  session,  a coin  that 
will  surely  be  one  of  the  most  prized  possessions  of  its  new  owner. 

This  coin  is  iisted  in  Judd’s  pattern  book  as  J-1775.  However,  it  is 
not  a pattern  in  the  same  sense  as  the  1907  Wire  Edge  since  the  Roiied 
Edge  was  intended  for  circuiation  but  never  reieased.  31,500  of  these 
coins  were  actuaiiy  struck  for  circuiation  (pius  an  additionai  50 
proofs)  but  at  the  iast  moment,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mint,  John 
Landis,  became  worried  about  possibie  pubiic  criticism  because  the 
design  had  not  struck  up  property.  On  his  recommendation,  the  entire 
mintage  was  metted,  except  for  an  estimated  40  to  50  pieces, and  the 
dies  reworked  to  produce  what  is  now  known  as  the  regutar  issue  No 
Periods  variety.  (Color  Plate) 


1446.  1908,  No  Motto,  Uncirculated  60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  beautiful  gold  and 
orange  toning.  One  of  the  scarcest,  lowest  mintage  dates  of  this  type.  Only 
33,500  were  minted.  (Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  1908  PROOF  EAGLE 


1447.  1908,  With  Motto,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  An  outstanding  specimen 
with  the  magnificent  deep  orange  green  color  that  is  characteristic  of 
this  first  year  of  issue.  The  surfaces  are  essentially  free  of  hairlines  or 
abrasions  and  this  is  certainly  among  the  finest  of  the  30  to  35  proofs 
still  known  to  exist  out  of  the  116  minted.  Finerthan  eitherthe  Garrett 
coin  at  $32,500  or  the  Gainsborough  specimen  at  $32,000  and  equal 
in  every  respect  to  the  1980  ANA  coin  that  also  realized  $32,000. 
(Color  Plate) 


A SECOND  SUPERB  PROOF  1908  EAGLE 


1448.  1908,  With  Motto,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A second  fantastic  quality 
proof  of  this  date.  It  is  similar  in  overall  quality  and  appearance  tothe 
preceding  lot  although  the  color  is  just  a little  lighter  with  less  of  an 
orange  tint  to  it.  Worth  the  same  as  the  preceding  lot,  i.e.,  a bid  in 
excess  of  $30,000.  (Color  Plate) 


1449.  1908,  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck,  “original”  specimen  with 
full  mint  lustre  and  beautiful  light  gold  and  orange  toning.  An  excellent  type 
coin.  (Plate) 
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1450.  1909-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A beautiful  example  of  this  rare  and  underrated 
date.  It  is  sharply  struck  and  lustrous  with  clean  surfaces  and  lovely  light 
greenish  gold  toning.  One  light  hairline  on  the  cheek  is  all  that  separates  this 
coin  from  the  gem  class. 

We  feel  that  the  1 909- D is  one  of  the  most  underrated  dates  of  the  Indian  Head 
Eagle  series.  In  strictly  uncirculated  condition,  it  is  very  scarce  and  in  this  choice 
grade  it  is  rare.  We  have  actually  seen  fewer  high  quality  examples  of  this  date 
than  we  have  of  such  higher  priced  dates  as  the  1908-S,  1911 -S  and  1908  No 
Motto. 


1451.  1909-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Beautiful  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning. 
There  are  a few  marks  on  Liberty’s  face  but  the  fields  are  very  clean.  A sharply 
struck,  “original”  specimen  that  should  realize  between  $4000  and  $5000. 

Prior  to  the  discovery  a few  years  ago  of  a small  hoard  of  uncirculated  pieces, 
the  1909-S  Indian  Head  Eagle  was  almost  impossible  to  obtain  in  full  mint  state. 
With  the  hoard  now  entirely  dispersed,  it  is  once  again  very  difficult  to  obtain  in 
choice  condition.  In  terms  of  overall  rarity,  we  rank  this  date  13th  out  of  a total  of 
32  dates  in  the  series. 


1452.  1910,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  One  of  the  most  common  dates  of  the  series  but 
certainly  very  scarce  in  this  gem  condition.  This  specimen  has  superb  original 
lustre  as  well  as  very  attractive  natural  greenish  gold  toning.  There  are  a couple 
of  light  hairlines  on  Liberty’s  cheek  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  just  about  perfect. 
An  excellent  coin  for  a high  quality  type  set. 
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1453.  1910-S,  Uncirculated  60.  A highly  lustrous  specimen  with  beautiful  light  gold 
and  pale  rose  toning.  A couple  of  tiny  obverse  edge  nicks  but,  except  for  a few 
light  hairlines,  the  surfaces  are  relatively  unmarked.  This  is  a scarce  date  in 
uncirculated  condition  and  it  ranks  right  in  the  middle  of  the  Indian  Head  series 
in  terms  of  overall  rarity.  This  specimen  should  realize  $2500  or  more. 


FLAWLESS  GEM  PROOF  1911  EAGLE 


1454.  1911,  Superb  Gem  Proof  69.  Absolute  perfection  in  a matte  proof  gold 
coin!  The  surfaces  and  rims  are  flawless  and  the  coin  does  not  have 
even  a hint  of  a hairline,  highlight  or  abrasion.  For  the  collector  or 
investor  who  wants  perfection  and  can  afford  it,  this  coin  is  the 
answer. 

Like  all  gold  proofs  of  this  date,  this  specimen  has  a distinctive  and 
attractive  mustard  color.  A mere  95  proofs  were  struck  and  we 
estimate  that  only  20  to  25  can  still  be  accounted  for.  This  specimen  is 
much  nicer  than  either  the  Gainsborough  specimen  that  brought 
$31,500  in  September  1980  or  the  Garrett  coin  that  realized  $39,000 
last  Fall.  (Color  Plate) 


1455.  1911,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Attractive  greenish  gold  toning.  (Plate) 
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SUPERB  AND  EXTREMELY  RARE 
1912  PROOF  EAGLE 


1456.  1912,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A splendid,  nearly  perfect  proof  with  the 
light  vibrant  color  that  is  characteristic  of  the  matte  proofs  of  1912.  (In 
ouropinion,  the  matte  proofs  ofthisyear  are  the  most  beautifulof  any 
of  the  matte  proofs  issued  from  1908  to  1915.)  This  specimen  is 
superb  in  all  respects  and  it  has  no  hairlines,  friction,  highlights  or  any 
other  impairments  worth  noting.  It  would  certainly  satisfy  the  most 
quality  conscious  collector. 

Proofs  of  this  date  are  extremely  rare  and,  in  our  opinion,  are  the 
rarest  of  the  Indian  Head  type.  The  mintage  of  83  proofs  would  not 
indicate  this  but  either  the  proofs  of  this  year  suffered  an  unusually 
high  attrition  rate  for  some  reason  or  most  of  the  mintage  was  melted. 
Today,  It  is  doubtful  If  more  than  15  to  20  can  be  traced  and  only  two 
other  specimens  have  appeared  at  auction  in  the  past  27  years.  One  of 
them,  the  coin  in  the  Kreisberg-Cohen  Sale  of  1973,  Is  still  kept  as  part 
of  the  complete  set  of  matte  proof  Eagles  from  that  sale.  The  second 
specimen,  the  Garrett  coin  that  was  sold  last  Fall,  had  some  light 
scratches  in  the  obverse  field  as  well  as  rubbing  all  down  the  wing  and 
legs  of  the  eagle.  It  still  realized  $22,000  and  so  we  feel  that  this  far 
superior  specimen  should  realize  at  least  $30,000  and  possibly  closer 
to  $35,000.  (Color  Plate)

1457.  1912,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  After  the  appearance  of  only  two  proofs 
of  this  date  at  auction  in  27  years,  it  is  almost  unbelievable  that  two 
specimens  would  come  on  the  market  in  the  same  sale;  but  here  is  a 
second  proof  1912  Eagle  that  is  just  as  beautiful  and  outstanding  as 
the  preceding  lot.  This  specimen  has  deeper  golden  color  than  the 
other  1912,  particularly  on  the  obverse.  It,  too,  is  a superb  specimen 
with  no  hairlines  or  major  impairments.  In  the  reverse  field  by  the 
eagle’s  wing  there  is  one  tiny  depression  in  the  planchet  (present 
when  the  coin  was  struck)  that  is  not  a flaw  but  serves  as  a means  of 
future  identification  of  this  piece.  Vastly  superior  to  the  Garrett 
specimen,  this  lovely  proof  should  realize  over  $30,000.  (Color  Plate) 


PRISTINE  1913  PROOF  EAGLE 


1458.  1913,  Superb  Gem  Proof  69.  Pristine  and  perfect!  This  coin  is  at  the 
theoretical  limits  of  quality  that  one  could  ever  expect  in  a matte  proof 
gold  coin.  The  color  is  a superb  deep  greenish  orange  and  the 
surfaces  and  rims  are  immaculate.  It  almost  goes  without  saying  that 
this  is  the  finest  1913  proof  Eagle  that  we  have  ever  seen.  In  particular, 
it  is  finer  than  the  superb  specimen  in  the  1980  ANA  Sale  that  realized 
$34,000  and  it  is  finer  by  an  order  of  magnitude  than  either  the  Garrett 
specimen  that  brought  a modest  $22,000  or  the  example  in  Auction 
’80  that  realized  an  identical  amount.  Only  71  proofs  were  minted  and 
we  estimate  that  only  20  to  25  specimens  are  known  today.  This  is 
surely  the  finest!  (Color  Plate) 
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MAGNIFICENT  AND  EXTREMELY  RARE 
1914  PROOF  EAGLE 


1459.  1914,  Superb  Gem  Proof  69.  Another  matte  proof  Eagle  of  awesome 
beauty  and  perfection.  The  fields,  devices  and  rims  are  all  flawless 
and  careful  scrutiny  under  a high  powered  glass  fails  to  show  up  the 
most  minute  imperfection.  Since  the  surfaces  of  matte  proof  gold 
coins  are  so  fragile  and  prone  to  damage,  it  is  a source  of  amazement 
that  a specimen  such  as  this  could  survive  67  years  without  suffering 
at  least  some  small  abrasion  or  mishap. 

The  1914  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  matte  proof  Eagle  and  its  50 
mintage  figure  is  matched  only  by  the  1915  $20  (also  included  in  this 
sale ) among  matte  proof  gold  coins  of  any  denomination.  We  doubt  if 
more  than  twenty  1914  proof  Eagles  still  exist  today  and  certainly  few, 
if  indeed  any,  other  specimens  can  match  the  absolute  perfection  of 
this  coin.  The  Garrett  specimen,  for  example,  had  considerable 
rubbing  on  the  eagle’s  wing  as  well  as  other  minor  impairments  and 
was  not  remotely  close  in  overall  quality  to  this  specimen.  It  still 
realized  $36,000  and  so  this  unimprovable  gem  should  easily  bring 
between  $35,000  and  $40,000.  (Color  Plate)

1460.  1915-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck  specimen  with  superb 
original  mint  lustre  and  beautiful  gold  and  orange  toning.  There  is 
one  barely  noticeable  abrasion  on  Liberty’s  chin  and  a thin  diagonal 
planchet  imperfection  on  the  eagle’s  shoulder  but  the  coin  is 
otherwise  superb  and  would  probably  be  graded  Unc-67  by  most 
cataloguers.  This  is  without  question  the  finest  example  of  this  rare 
date  to  appear  at  auction  since  the  gem  specimen  in  RARCOA’s  1975 
Central  States  Sale  and  we  feel  that  it  will  realizea  bid  in  the  $20,000to 
$25,000  range.  (Color  Plate) 


U.S.  DOUBLE  EAGLES  ($20  GOLD) 


1461 . 1851,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  rich  greenish  gold  toning. 
There  are  a couple  of  faint  marks  on  Liberty’s  cheek  but  the  fields  are  amazingly 
free  of  abrasions;  the  reverse  in  particular  is  superb.  The  edge  milling  has 
several  long  scratches  and  there  are  also  some  very  faint  hairlines  on  the 
obverse.  A very  attractive  and  desirable  Type  I Double  Eagle. 
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1462.  1854-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  sharply  struck  with  light  orange  gold 
color.  A few  tiny  marks  on  the  edge  but  virtually  no  abrasions  in  the  fields.  The 
surfaces  of  the  coin  have  the  “matte”  appearance  that  has  resulted  from  the  coin 
spending  many  years  in  salt  water.  This  is  one  of  a small  group  of  uncirculated 
examples  of  this  scarce  date  that  was  discovered  a few  years  ago.

1463.  1886,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  with  full  prooflike 
surfaces  and  beautiful  golden  toning.  The  mirror  fields  have  con- 
siderable friction  as  well  as  numerous  but  relatively  minor  bagmarks 
and  abrasions.  Excellent  overall  appearance. 

This  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle 
series.  Only  1,000  were  struck  for  circulation  plus  an  additional  106 
proofs.  This  date  is  more  rare  than  the  1881  and  also  more  difficult  to 
obtain  than  the  lower  mintage  1885.  As  far  back  as  1973,  a circulated 
business  strike  of  this  date  realized  $10,500  and,  at  the  peak  of  the 
market  in  April  1980,  a Choice  AU  specimen  brought  $37,000.  More 
recently,  an  example  similar  in  quality  to  this  one  brought  $13,000  last 
Fall  at  the  Gainsborough  Sale  and  we  expect  this  specimen  to  bring  a 
comparable  amount.

1464.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Superb  Gem  Uncircuiated  67.  Wire  Edge 
variety.  A magnificent  specimen,  one  of  the  finest  we’ve  handled.  The 
coin  has  full  original  mint  lustre  and  beautiful  rich  greenish  gold 
toning.  The  fields  have  the  many  raised  die  scratches  and  swirls  that 
are  characteristic  of  this  issue.  Overall,  finer  than  the  gem  in  our 
session  of  Auction  ’80  that  brought  $18,500. 

Augustus  Saint-Gaudens’  High  Relief  design  has  been  justifiably 
praised  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  ever  to  appear  on  the  coinage  of 
any  nation.  Unfortunately,  it  was  not  as  practical  as  it  was  beautiful 
and  after  striking  only  11,250  High  Relief  pieces,  the  Mint  altered  the 
design  to  make  the  new  Double  Eagles  more  commercially 
acceptable.  Because  of  their  beauty  and  rarity,  gem  quality  High 
Reliefs  such  as  this  one  have  always  been  in  great  demand,  no  matter 
what  the  price  level.  (Color  Plate) 


1465.  1907,  Arabic  Numerals,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A magnificent  specimen 
with  full  mint  lustre  and  beautiful  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  The  surfaces 
have  only  a few  insignificant  marks  and  the  overall  appearance  of  this  coin  is 
spectacular.  It  is  at  least  the  equal  of  any  other  specimen  that  we  have  ever  seen. 
This  coin  is  from  the  Garrett  Collection,  Lot  804,  where  it  realized  a record 
$12,000.  It  was  purchased  by  Robert  Garrett  from  dealer  Henry  Chapman  on 
December  23,  1907,  and  remained  in  the  Garrett  Collection  until  it  was  sold  to 
the  present  consignor  in  early  1980.

The  coin  has  the  deep 
greenish  gold  color  that  is  characteristic  of  this  first  year  of  issue  for 
matte  proofs. 

This  specimen  is  as  nearly  perfect  as  any  that  has  ever  been  offered 
for  sale  at  auction.

1468.  1908,  With  Motto,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A second  magnificent  proof 
of  this  date,  so  choice,  in  fact,  that  it  was  graded  Proof  70/70  by 
ANACS  on  6-2-80.  (The  certificate  accompanies  the  lot.)  It  is  not  as 
perfect  as  the  ANACS  grade  would  indicate  but  it  is  certainly  ex- 
tremely choice  and  free  of  all  but  a couple  of  insignificant  highlights. 
Lighter  in  color  than  the  preceding  lot,  tending  a little  more  towards 
gold  than  to  green.  Worth  between  $30,000  and  $35,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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1469.  1908,  With  Motto,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Lustrous  and  well  struck  with 
beautiful  greenish  gold  and  rose  toning.  A very  scarce  and  underrated  date  in 
this  choice  condition.

The  Arthur  W.  Strelow  Collection  of 
Gold  Coins  from  the  Provisional  Mints 


We  use  the  term  "Provisional  Mints”  to  describe  the  coinage  facilities  estab- 
lished to  fill  a temporary  need  at  some  period  during  the  nineteenth  century 
either  in  outlying  districts  or  port  cities.  They  were  Charlotte,  Dahlonega,  New 
Orleans  and  Carson  City.  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  only  struck  gold  coins  while 
New  Orleans  and  Carson  City  struck  coins  in  both  gold  and  silver. 

It  was  impracticable  and  dangerous  to  ship  precious  metals  any  distance. 
Furthermore,  gold  in  dust  or  nugget  form  was  used  as  a medium  of  exchange 
because  State  bank  notes  and  other  unstable  monies  were  shrinking  in  value. 
This  practice  became  wholly  unsatisfactory  both  to  the  public  and  officials  who 
required  coins  struck  by  authority  of  the  United  States  Government. 

The  Arthur  W.  Strelow  Collection  of  Gold  Coins  from  the  Provisional  Mints 
clearly  demonstrates  his  particular  numismatic  interests.  He  wanted  to  collect 
the  first  and  last  years  of  all  of  the  gold  coins  issued  by  these  mints.  He  was 
successful,  as  this  catalogue  shows.  His  coins  are  all  of  a high  quality  or  evenness 
of  wear.  The  overall  superior  condition  of  the  pieces  makes  his  collection  of  the 
greatest  interest.

The  main  difference  between  the  regular  issue  and  these  specimens  are  the 
rims;  they  differ  completely  from  the  rolled  edge  with  periods,  the  wire  edge  with 
periods,  and  the  regular  issue  which  is  a "rolled  type”  without  periods.  These  rims 
are  SQUARE  and  flat,  and  measure  1 mm.  in  width.  They  are  struck  in  two 
different  heights  of  relief  (albeit  the  difference  is  harely  perceptible).  They  are 
struck  in  two  variations  of  PROOE  and  are  fully  described  below. 

The  only  theory  we  can  advance  as  to  the  whys  and  wherefores  of  their 
striking  is  that  these  are  2 of  the  3 specimens  which  Henry  Hering  (who  was 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens’  assistant  and  who  subsequently  took  charge  of  all 
Saint-Gaudens  proceedings  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint)  had  Janvier  make  on  his 
newly  perfected  reduction  machine.  These,  more  than  likely,  were  the  coins  he 
showed  to  the  Mint  Officials  as  products  of  a properly  operated  Janvier  Reduction 
Machine,  and  not  the  job  done  under  the  direction  of  Chief  Engraver  Barber  (who 
was  furious  because  an  outsider  had  been  brought  in).  Both  coins  were  undoubted- 
ly struck  on  a Medal  Press  and  are  truly  exquisite. 

We  do  not  know  of  another  pair,  or  even  a single  specimen,  with  these 
characteristics.  Therefore,  if  they  are  those  special  coins  and  the  original  Hering 
specimens,  then  we  offer  here  two  of  the  most  interesting  pieces  of  Americana, 
showing  the  transition  and  the  trials  and  tribulations  leading  to  the  success  of  the 
acceptance  of  a coin  design.  In  the  cataloguer’s  opinion  these  are  unique.
